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Commissioner afraid of 'politics9 
Two park board members' 
ties to CAP questioned

Wheeling Pork Comr. Gene Sackctt is 


afraid that tics between the new Citizens 
Action Program (CAP) and two park 
board members may jeopardize the dis- 
trict's relationship with the community. 


"For a period of 13 years, this park 


district has had an unwritten code that 
no one would have any affiliations that 
cither could or would go In the direction 
of village politics," he said. 


Although Sackett mentioned no names, 


his carefully worded statement to the 
park board referred to the fact that Com- 
missioner Hugh Wilson and Frank 
Schnaltmann are actively Involved with 
CAP. This organization, whose formation 
was announced last month. Is expected to 
develop Into a political party In the next 
village election. 


SACKETT APPEALED to fellow com- 


missioners to divorce themselves from 
any possible political affiliations, saying 
they could seriously damage the dis- 
trict's credibility In the community. 


"The minute that we as a commission 


get Involved In any potential political af- 
filiation, we are not doing the job we 
committed ourselves to," he said. 


Other commissioners reacted to Sack- 


ctt's statement by saying it would be 
presumptuous to tell Wilson and Schnalt- 
mann to withdraw from the CAP organi- 
zation. They said, however, they would 
be extremely unhappy If any political ac- 
tivities damaged the park district's posi- 
tion In the Wheeling community. 


"This board has never been political, 


and I don't feel that because of the type 
of business we deal in — which is recrea- 
tion — it will ever be political," said 
Park Comr. Lorraine Lark. 


Prospect Heights vote 
hearing date set Jan. 8 


Cook County Circuit Court Judge Har- 


ry Comerford has set Jan. 8 for a public 
hearing on whether a referendum calling 
for 
Prospect Heights 
Incorporation 


should be scheduled. The 10 a.m. hearing 
at the Chicago Civic Center Is open to the 
public. 


Petitions oak'ng that the referendum 


be conducted were filed last Wednesday. 
The Prospect Heights Improvement As- 
sociation had collected 500 signatures, 
even though only 200 were required. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. Tel- 


chert said Friday that Village Atty. John 
J. Zlmmcrmann will attend the hearing. 
Telchort sold Mount Prospect will object 
to the Inclusion of parts of the Rob Roy 
Golf Course and Palwaukce Airport in 
the proposed city limits. 


Arlington Heights Is expected to object 


because of the inclusion of part of Water- 
man Avenue south of Thomas Street. 
Wheeling, when has objected to previous 
Incorporation efforts, is expected to do 
the same, mostly because of Palwaukco 
Airport. 


IN FEBRUARY, 1B71, a petition asking 


that an incorporation vote be held in 
Prospect Heights was filed In Cook Coun- 
ty Circuit Court. However, Wheeling and 
. Arlington Heights both said publicly they 
•would object to the proposed referen- 
dum. The Wheeling Village Board voted 
to oppose incorporation before its village 
attorney had time to come up with rea- 
sons for the opposition. 


At that point the battle moved to Judge 


Comerford's courtroom. Finally, after 
several continuances, he ruled that the 
consent of the surrounding three towns 
was needed before Prospect Heights 
could incorporate. 


Since that ruling, PHIA has supported 


two bills before the Illinois General As- 
sembly which would permit them to in- 
corporate without consent from the three 
neighboring towns. Both bills passed the 
Illinois General Assembly earlier this 
year and one was signed by Gov. Daniel 
Walker. 


The new incorporation effort Is based 


_ on that law. PHIA officials hope to have 


a referendum by next spring. 


SHE ADDED that she had to assume 


both Wilson and Schnaltmann are work- 
ing in the best interest of the park dis- 
trict. "They have to live with their own 
consciences," she said. 


Park Board Pres. Bob Ross said he 


knows little about CAP and is uncon- 
cerned with its political activities as long 
as the park district Is not Involved. He 
said both men have a right to participate 
In the community as they wish. 


Both Wilson and Schnaitmann said 


they were unaware of Sackett's feelings 
on the matter. They said, however, they 
did not feel that their affiliation with 
CAP would have any affect on the park 
district. 


"That's his opinion and he's entitled to 


it," Wilson said. "I can't see how being a 
member of the Citizens Action Program 
can stop me from doing my best as a 
park board member." 


IN A SIMILAR statement, Schnait- 


mann said he would think about Sack- 
ett's remarks, but saw no conflict be- 
tween his park board seat and CAP asso- 
ciation. 


Both commissioners noted they have 


already taken positions in opposition to 
other members of the CAP group. For 
example, they said they wholeheartedly 
support efforts to create R park site on 
(he Chllderly Retreat House property, 
506 McHenry Rd. 


Two other members of.CAP, acling-as 


plan' commissioners, voted against a 
park site designation on that property. 
They said such a designation might hln- 
. der the development of a proposed hospi- 


tal at the site. 


"My actions would be in the best inter- 


est of the park because that's where I'm 
serving," Wilson said. 


IN HIS STATEMENT. Sackett praised 


the park board as a unique group. He 
said board meetings are open, Informal 
and with very little pattern to the voting. 
He added that he was not implying any 
wrongdoing by Wilson or Schnaitmann. 


According to Sackett, the park board is 


In a particularly sensitive position be- 
cause it is currently involved in negotia- 
tions to purchase land. "With all this 
land business going on we have to be 
awfully careful what we tie up with," he 
said. "I would just like to see any pos-

Parks, planners debate Childerly 


The Wheeling Plan Commission's re- 


fusal to recommend a park site designa- 
tion on *he Chllderly Retreat House prop- 
erty Was again the subject of heated de- 
bate among park board and plan com- 
mission members last week. 


Park Comr. Lorraine Lark first took 


exception to statements that the district 
was asking for too much land when it 
requested seven park designations on the 
official village map. 


The statement was made by planner 


Ray Waymel, who voted against the des- 
ignation. "For that commissioner to say 
we asked for too much land is a fallacy," 
Mrs. Lark said. She said most of the re- 
quested park sites Ho outside present vil- 
lage boundaries, and thus the designa- 
tions have no effect until the land is an- 
nexed. She also said those sites re- 
quested within village boundaries total- 
led only 40 acres. 


"That's a total of 40 acres of land for a 


community of 20,000 plus people, and I 
don't think that Is too much land," she 
said. 


TWO PLANNERS present at the park 


The inside story 
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board meeting said they voted against 
the pork site because the Chllderly prop- 
erty Is being looked at for a proposed 
hospital. Jack Metzgcr and Gil Monoson 
said the park designation might be a 
stumbling block to the hospital, and the 
park district could always resort to the 
power of condemnation. 


Mrs. Lark said a park designation 


would only strengthen any condemnation 
proceedings. She said that without the 
designation, the property might be devel- 
oped as apartments or condominiums. 


According to Mrs. Lark, the pork 


board also hopes that a designation will 
keep the price of the property within an 
acceptable range. She said the park dis- 
trict cannot afford to pay an exorbitant 
amount for the property because the tax- 
payers would not allow It. 


THE DISTRICT, however, looks at the 


Chllderly site as a valuable piece of open 
land. Park Supt. Dave Phillips said the 
orchards, mcadowland and old buildings 
at the site give the property great poten- 
tial for a park. 


Current plans call for using the site a* 


a nature and outdoor education area with 
School Dist. 21, with some emphasis on 
the historical value of the buildings. 


Phillips said the park district lias pur- 


chased a 2.4-ocre site adjacent to the 
Chllderly site, giving the district about a 
13-acre park. "There is so much poten- 
tial within that site," he sold. 


Park board members also took ex- 


ception to the fact that the plan commis- 
sion did not consider an alternate site for 
the hospital. Mrs. Lark noted traffic, 
flooding and the size of the property as 
drawbacks to the development of a hospi- 
tal at the Chllderly site. 


SAYING THAT a private corporation 


Is promoting the hospital, Mrs. Lark 
questioned the vote of the plan commis- 
sion members: "Do your Interests lie 


with a private corporation or the Interest 
of the taxing bodies of the community?" 


Mrs. Lark said (hat both Monoson and 


Metzger are members of the Citizens Ac- 
tion Program, which has pledged Itself to 
promoting the hospital. She asked if this 
had any effect on their vote. 


Both members of the plan commission 


said they felt the' hospital was greatly 
over-all benefit of the community, and 
said they felt the hospital wa greatly 
needed. 


BOARD'MEMBERS said they had 


been negotiating for the Childerly prop- 
erty long before the hospital "was pro- 
posed. They said, however, most of the 
Information on the property could not be 
released because it was discussed In ex- 
ecutive session. 


In order to push for the park site desig- 


nation at Chllderly, the park board plans 
to appear before the plan commission 
again on Jan. 17 when the official map 
will be considered. 


of the new roadway. 


Trustee Ed Berger said the Wheeling 


Road realignment and poor road condi- 
tions in the area have in effect land- 
locked the Evanger Dog and Cat Food 
Co. Inc., 221 S. Wheeling Rd. "They're 
having a problem getting trucks in and 
out of that area," he said. 


To remedy the problem, Berger has 


suggested vacating the north-south Rail- 
road Avenue and dividing the property 
between nearby property-owners in ex- 
change for easements to extend the east- 
west Walnut Street. 


-The streets in this industrial section of 


town are either in extremely poor condi- 
tion or totally undeveloped, according to 
Berger. He said by improving Walnut 
Street, Evanger's would have access to

Committee 
to discuss 
garbage hike 


Rate increases for the Wheeling Dis- 


posal Co. and the Wheeling Village Cab 
Co. will be considered during a com- 
mittee meeting prior to the regular vil- 
lage board meeting. 


Wheeling Disposal is asking for a SO 


per cent ($1.50 per month) increase in 
garbage collection rates to offset salary 
hikes granted to scavenger service em- 
ployes in a new contract this fall. 


THIS INCREASE would bring garbage 


collection rates to $4.50 a month for 
twice-a-weck pickup. Residents are now 
paying $3 a month, a figure that has 
been in effect since 1968 when the last 
increase was approved by the village. 


The disposal company, however, will 


only request a 75-cent-a-month increase 
if the village adopts a community-wide 
plastic trash bag program. The village 
has been testing the program in the 
Mcadowbrook area, and the trustees are 
expected to review this program in act- 
ing on the requested rate increase. 


The Wheeling Village Cab Co. also has 


requested a fare increase that must be 
approved by the board. The requested 
fare hike would raise the initial meter 
charge from 45 to 55 cents, with the cost 
per mile increasing from 60 to 70 cents. 


DURING THE committee meeting, the 


board is scheluled to discuss an obscen- 
ity ordinance prepared by a special com- 
mittee of the Illinois Municipal League. 
The reduction of vehicle sticker rates for 
senior citizens will also be considered. 


At the regular board meeting, the 


•trustees will review an ordinance that 
would .allow a brick storage yard on the 
south side of Alderman Avenue. 


The committee meeting will begin at 7 


p.m., with the regular meeting starting 
at 8 p.m. at the village hall, 255 W. Dun- 
dee Rd.

Nelson said the youth was known 
to be a drug user. 


Plan ways to save energy

Representatives of 50 Northwest subur- 


ban industries have agreed to join In a 
cooperative effort to conserve energy. 


The companies, which took part Friday 


In an energy workshop sponsored by 
Motorola Corp.'s communications divi- 
sion, formed a committee to plan power- 
saving activities, publish an energy 
newsletter and hold future seminars. 


The committee will be headed by Carl 


Undholm, a Motorola vice president. 


Several businessmen at the workshop 


outlined steps their firms have taken to 
cut power consumption, including promo-. 
tion of car polls and programs to encour- 
age energy-saving suggestions from their 
employes. 


Some of the ideas prompted minor de- 


bates. While a number of the business- 
men cited the energy'savings from turn- 
Ing off unoeeded lights, others said the 
toss of heat from lighting fixtures would 
force companies to turn up heating sys- 
tems in their buildings. 


IN ADDITION, many of the business 


representatives ' expressed 
conflicting 


views about the seriousness of the energy 
crisis. United Air Lines believes it will 
be a long-term problem, while Com- 
monwealth Edison minimizes the effect 
on the Midwest.

United Has been "in it up to our necks 


since starting in June," said Warren Al- 
berts, representing the company. Airline 
company layoffs have been In recent 
news, and Alberts noted "some efforts 
have been extremely painful to'us and 
our employes." 


Unlted's experts are predicting a long- 


term problem, with a minimum three- 
year shortage and maximum crisis of 
eight years, he said. United has reduced 
its projections for growth in 1974 from 
four per cent to zero, he said, noting the 
airline's fuel consumption will drop 15 
per cent below 1972 levels, and 25 per 
cent below 1973.

The meeting actually 
took place June 24, he said. Centner resigned June 25.

Suburban legislators plan 
opposition to RTA vote

Suburban state legislators In the six 


counties included In the proposed Region- 
al Transit Authority have banded togeth- 
er to defeat the March 19 RTA referen- 
dum. 


At a Saturday morning meeting, 14 of 


the legislators met to begin mapping 
strategy for the defeat of the RTA refer- 
endum that they say was poorly-con- 
ceived and hurried through the legisla- 
ture. All 14 voted ."no" on the bill in the 
General Assembly. 


Rep. Donald Totten, R-Hoffman Es- 


tates, said, "We feel that once voters 
know what we know, they will defeat the 
RTA." 


Rep. George Sangmelster, D-Jollet, 


said the move to defeat the RTA will be 
a bipartisan effort. He charged the Chi- 
cago news media have pressed the RTA 
issue "at any cost," and the result will 
be harmful to the outlying counties. 


"We have no guarantee of representa- 


tion," he said, referring to the provision 
that two members of the 9-man RTA 
board will be elected by county board 
chairmen of the five "collar" counties — 
Kane, DuPage, McHenry, Will and Lake. 
Four members will be appointed by the 
Mayor of Chicago, two by the suburban 
members of the Cook County board, and 
a ninth will be elected by the appointed 
RTA board members. 


SATURDAY'S MEETING was called 


by Rep. Eugene Schlickman, R-Arllngton 
Heights, to lay groundwork for the 
battle. The legislators came up with no 
concrete proposals they would discuss at 
a press conference'following the meet- 
Ing. 


Some of them have considered reprint- 


ing the bill in booklet form, as was done 
for the 1970 Illinois Constitution, because 
that Is not provided in the RTA bill The 
biggest problem will be financing the 
fight, and the legislators have no an- 


swers yet on how it will be done. 


Rep. Donald Deuster, R-Muadelein, 


said the bill was "railroaded through the 
legislature." He said there was a hys- 
terical push to get RTA passed at the 
last minute. 


Sen. Karl Bernlng, R-Deerfield, said. 


"I object to getting a 56-page bill at 3:30 
in the morning and having to vote on it 
that day. I wasn't able to devote enough 
attention to it, as much as I would have 
liked." 


When asked if that meant legislators 


voted for the bill not knowing what was 
in It, Bernlng said, "They were probably 
hoodwinked, just as many citizens will be 
hoodwinked If this passes." 


ANOTHER LEGISLATOR said many 


retiring legislators voted for it, in- 
dicating they weren't concerned about 
the content. 


Points the suburban legislators object 


to include the 5 per cent gasoline tax, 
unspecified taxing of parking facilities, 
draining the general revenue account for 
transit subsidies and changing a provi- 
sion that would have guaranteed that 2/3 
of money collected in each county would 
have been spent in that county. 


Sangmelster said the gasoline tax will 


hurt local station owners because motor- 
ists will go across county lines to fill up 
their tanks. Duester said the unlimited 
parking tax could mean taxes on private 
driveways and garages and church and 
shopping center parking lots. 


Of particular concern is the revised 


guarantee that 2/3 of the money is spent 
in the county where it is collected. The 
bill now only provides that the 2/3 be 
spent on services to the county. 


The most optimistic comment on the 


success of the onti-RTA drive was from 
Rep. Cal Skinner Jr., R-Crystal Lake. 
"Mayor Daley is going to have to steal a 
lot of votes to get this one passed," he 
said. 


Young to make 'walking campaign9

U.S. Rep. Samuel H. Young, R-10tb, 


will adapt the walking campaign used 
successfully by U.S. Sen. Lawton Chiles, 
D-Fla., and Democratic Gov. Daniel 
Walker to his 1974 reelection bid. 


Young said this weekend that he will 


begin a walking tour of the 15 commu- 
nities In his congressional district in 
January. The district covers the town- 
ships of Evanston, Maine, Niles, North- 
field and New Trier. 


Young said the emphasis during the 50- 


mile hike will be on listening to voters. 
"When business .wants to find out if their 
products are acceptable, they interview 
their customers," he said. "I'm inter- 
viewing the voters." 


Young sold the walk would be an ex- 


tension of programs he had conducted in 
an attempt to be "one of the most acces- 
sible" members of Congress. Since tak- 
ing office in January, he said he has con- 
ducted a series of "one-on-one" personal 
interviews with constituents, telephone 
"dialogues" with high school classes and 
various conferences and seminars on 
problems facing the 10th District. 


IN A MEETING with reporters Satur- 


day, Young said he hoped to see action 
by the Congress this week on a bill he 
has introduced for appointment of a spe- 
cial Watergate prosecutor. Young's bill 
would authorize the attorney general to 
appoint the prosecutor, but would specify 
that the prosecutor could only be dis- 
charged with the approval of Congress. 


Young said the most pressing business 


facing Congress before its adjournment 
Dec. 21 is passage of emergency legisla- 
tion giving the President powers to deal 
with the energy crisis. 


He said the House, Foreign end Inter- 


state Commerce Committee, on which he 
serves, had deleted a number of the dis- 
cretionary powers of the President au- 
thorized in the Senate version of the bill. 
But, he admitted, that the bill which the 
House is expected to pass "still leaves 
the tough decisions" up to the President. 


Young said he felt it unrealistic to ex- 


pect Congress, with all its members fac- 
ing reelection campaigns, "to make 
these decisions," despite current senti- 
ment in Congress for reasserting con- 
gressional authority.

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Do truckers have legitimate gripe? 
IRS will check fuel price gouging

In on attempt to throttle a threatened 


work stoppage by dlstruntled truckers, 
Internal Revenue Service agents across 
the nation Sunday wcro preparing to in- 
vestigate complaints of fuel price goug- 
ing nt truck stops. 


"I faithfully promise that we will 


promptly take action against all those 
who are exploiting the current fuel short- 
ages," William E. Simon, head of the 
Federal Energy Administration, prom- 
iscd the truckers. 


Simon made his promise after a meet- 


ing Saturday with IRS Commissioner 
Donald Alexander, who ordered teams of 
IRS agents to check all truck stops 
where there arc complaints from tru- 
ckers and to make spot checks at other 
locations. The IRS enforces price con- 
trols from the Cost of Living Council. 


The decision followed a series of meet- 


ln« In Washington between government 
officials and representatives of the tru- 
ckcrs, who complained that they were 
being unduly hurt by high fuel prices and 
lower energy crisis speed limits. 


An IRS spokesman said Sunday he 


could not estimate how many agents 
would be patrolling the highways but 
said "that come Monday morning I ex- 
pect they will be out in force." 


Frank E. ,Fitzslmmons, president of 


the Teamsters Union, met with President 
Nixon Saturday at the White House on 
the truckers' requests for stricter con- 
trols on dlesel fuel costs and a return to 


a 60 mph speed limit on interstate high- 
ways instead of the 55 mph truck limit 
that Nixon has proposed to conserve fuel. 
The union leader also conferred with 
Simon for nearly two hours. 


Fltzsimmons urged both union and 


non-union drivers to abandon any plans 
for more road blockades or work stop- 
pages while the government tries to 
solve their complaints. But the top level 
meetings apparently failed to Impress 
d i s s i d e n t Independent truckers who 
planned a work stoppage Thursday and 
Friday which might involve 100,000 driv- 
ers. 


In other energy-related developments: 
• Russell Train, head of the Environ- 


mental Protection Agency, said he ex- 
pects his agency will approve almost ev- 
ery request it receives this winter for 
permission to burn dirtier fuel in violaton 
of clean air health standards. He said he 
hoped the effects of the energy crisis 
would be only temporary. Train also said 
he would favor government action to 
force Detroit to build cars that guzzle 
less gasoline.

Dayan talks of compromise

Israeli Defense Minister Moshe Dayan 


sounded a compromise note Sunday as 
plans proceeded for the Middle East 
peace negotiations scheduled to begin 
Dec. 18 in Geneva. 


Dayan, interviewed in Washington, 


conceded Israel will "have to give in a 
little bit" in the negotiations, adding, 
"We don't have to keep all the territory" 
gained in the six-day war of 1967. 


Dayan would not commit himself on 


how much territory Israel would be will- 
ing to give up, but such a posture by Is- 
rael could ease one of the major sticking 
points in the Middle East conflict. 


He said the United States had not yet 


pressured Israel to make concessions in 
the peace talks, and he was "very, very 
thankful" for U.S. aid, of which he said 
he was seeking more In Washington. 


Dayan said he didn't think the war 


would break out again before the talks 
begin, but it's "absolutely up to U.e 
Egyptians." 


Egypt also was pointing ahead to the 


peace talks, saying It was strengthening 
its troop positions along the Suez canal, 
but at the same time intensifying diplo- 
matic consultations with the U.S. and So- 
viet Union as the conference drew close.

meeting in Kuwait, Indicated they're

Is Drl Ban in reality Wet Ban? 
That was the issue Sunday as a Feder- 


al Trade Commission (FTC) judge took a 
swipe at advertising for one of the coun- 
try's best known deodorants. 


FTC law judge Daniel H. Hanscom 


ruled that Bristol-Myers Co. and Its ad- 
vertising agency, Ogllvy and Mather, 
falsely advertised Dri Ban antiperspirant 
spray as dry when in reality it is wet, 
watery and runny. 


He ordered the company and the ad 


agency to stop using deceptive product 
feature or superiority demonstrations for 
Ban and any other product that might be 
falsely represented. 


Hanscom specifically cited five TV 


commercials for Dri Ban on which the 
company spent $5.8 million to air in 1969 
and 1970-one of them showing a pair of 


eyeglasses 
squirted 
with two anti- 


perspirant sprays, sith the Ban lens look- 
ing dry and clear and the other white 
and thick. 


In reality, said Hanscom, Dri Ban is 


"wet and watery when applied to the 
body and remains wet for several min- 
utes before drying, and upon drying 
leaves a substantial and visible residue. 


"What is involved hi this proceeding Is 


not 
s i m p l y a question of mis- 


representation of the physical character- 
istics of 'dry Ban' but an issue of respon- 
sibility and Integrity in advertising." - 


Bristol-Myers said it did not believe 


the decision would withstand the appel- 
late review to which It is subject before 
the full commission, and'a spokesman 
for Ogilvy and Mather denied that the 
ads were in any way deceptive and said 
the firm would appeal.

Want a real 
tree? Chop 
your own... 


Have a real old-fashioned Christmas 


this year — cut down your own tree. 
Tree farms still exist in the Chicago area 
and from now until Christmas Eve you 
can chop down your own tanncnbaum. 


The farms are open during daylight 


hours, usually seven days a week. The 
Illinois Department of Conservation sug- 
gests you bring your own saw and a rope 
to tie the tree to your car. 


The department also recommends that 


If you bring the tree home and do not set 
It up Immediately, put It in a bucket of 
water in a cool shaded area, sheltered 
from the wind. Just before putting the 
tree in its stand, cut about an inch off 
the trunk at the base. 


A tree stand filled with water will help 


prevent needle drop and add to the tree's 
fire resistance. Using a bucket of wet 
sand will also help keep a tree fresh. A 
pint to a quarter of water should bo 
added to the stand each day; keep the 
water level above the bottom of the 
trunk.

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Gifted ones 


Students finding it easier to develop their 
potential through individualized education 


by JltL BETTNER 


Tapping a child's natural resources 


like creativity, Intelligence and talent of 
all kinds Is (ho purpose of the School 
Dlst. 21 program for gifted students. 


The philosophy of the district-wide pro- 


gram is that all children are gifted in 
some way and it is the job of teachers to 
bring out and develop each one's special 
•kill. 


Many school districts carefully screen, 


Identify and then isolate gifted children, 
said Lorry Chase, director of the pro- 
gram. Often, he added, those designated 
as gifted are only students with especial- 
ly high IQ's. 


INSTEAD OP Isolation, the method In 


Dist 21 is Individuallzatlon. By Individ- 
ualizing Instruction as much as possible, 
Chase said, each student Is free to devel- 
op his potential — in any area — without 
being singled out in some type of elite 
group. 


"Wo believe In grouping for Instruction 


based on need, but doing it in a flexible 
way with a lot of mobility," Chase said. 
"Wo want to Identify kids to meet Indi- 
vidual needs, but do it so much that it 
becomes Invisible. The high IQ group, 
then, is just another group." 


Another important part of the program 


Is effective education, that is, making 
knowledge relevant to the student's life. 


"Kids and teachers, too, are Insisting 


now that there be some connection be- 
tween what they do in the classroom and 
the outside world," Chase said. "Too of- 
ten, wo don't question what wo do. A mil- 
lion things are done In schools everyday 
that don't make sense, but we go on 
doing them because they aren't ques- 
tioned and they've always been done that 
way. 


"A THOUGHT I'd like to see every 


teacher tape on his bathroom mirror Is: 
where are you going today, what's it 
good for and how do you know?' " 


One aspect of effective education, 


Chase sold, Is the development of self- 
concept. 


"Wo recognize that nobody will learn 


to his potential if he doesn't feel good 
about himself and know how to get along 
with people," he said. "Often, we find 
very bright kids, who, for some reason, 
don't achieve. The only thing that works 
is to help kids realize through direct ex- 
perience that they're okay." 


Providing avenues for children to ex- 


prcsss their creativity is also stressed in 
the program. 


"PEOPLE WHO are using their creat- 


ive talents are very rare In our society. 
We need people who can look at things In 
a different way. In fact, the only solution 
to the problems in the world today Is go- 
ing to be to promote creativity — to get 
as many new ideas as possible," Chase 
said. 


He emphasized that children in Dist. 21 


are encouraged to be creative in many 
ways. 


"Our idea of creativity is very broad," 


ho sold. "It's not just the artist, the 
writer or tho person who can take beau- 
tiful pictures. A person can be a creative 
planner, creative room arranger or a 
creative cook. All it means is that a kid 
opens himself up and looks at situations 
and problems In new ways." 


Many people have the mistaken Idea 


that creativity Is something that can't be 
learned, Chase said, but that just isn't 
true. 


"It's teaching kids to think," he said. 


"It's talking about thinking and writing 
about thinking — it's all part of getting 
kids to expand their minds." 


CHASE'S LONG-RANGE goal Is to de- 


velop a process of identifying each 
child's particular apptltude and making 
that Information part of his school 
record. 


Within three years, he hopes to devise 


a system to screen children when they 
ore in kindergarten and add the assess- 


ment to each student's cumulative fold- 
er. The record is passed along each year 
as children go through school. 


The purpose of the evaluation, would 


be to match up student interests'with ac- 
tivities to help them develop their poten- 
tial. Right now, Chase said, teachers usu- 
ally learn of a student's aptitude by acci- 
dent. 


Although funds were provided last year 


for gifted education in the district, the 
money was used only at Whitman School 
in Wheeling. 


THIS YEAR, activities are going on at 


several local schools. . 


At Cooper Junior High School in Buf- 


falo Grove, a group of gifted orchestra 
students meet with their' teacher on 
Thursday evenings to learn more about 
music than is covered in the regular 
classroom. 


An Independent study program is being 


set up at London Junior High School In 
Wheeling to allow students who have al- 
ready mastered classroom concepts to 
work on individual projects in their inter- 
est area. 


And, at Foe School in Arlington 


Heights, a,group of very good readers in 
tho,fifth and sixth grades meet with the 
learning center director there for liter- 
ary discussions. 


Several activities for gifted students 


are provided at Hawthorne School in 
Wheeling. One of them is Instructional 
sessions on how to make decisions. 


CHASE SAID although this is the first 


year that the district has hod an exten- 
sive program for gifted children, school 
officials have always been aware of the 
importance of these kinds of activities. 


"It's not as though nothing has ever 


been done in the area of gifted educa- 
tion," he said. "People in this district, I 
think, are sensitive to the needs of. Indi- 
vidual kids and I've certainly encoun- 
tered no resistance in anything I've tried 
to do." 


WORKSHOPS FOR TEACHERS are conducted by Larry 
Chase, right, to help them learn new ways of providing 
students with opportunities to develop .and express 
their creativity, intelligence and special talents.

Park district ivrapup 
Handicapped plan 
may be expensive 


Wheeling Park District officials arc interested in participat- 


ing in the newly proposed Northwest Special Recreation 
Assn., but are skeptical whether the district can afford a 
program for the physically and mentally handicapped. 


Park Comr. Lorraine Lark said the park district can not 


afford to finance the program until a state bill Is approved 
allowing a tax levy for special recreation. She said if this bill 
is not approved, the district would have to finance the project 
at tho expense of other programs, or perhaps withdraw en- 
tirely. 


Several commissioners said they favored the project, and 


added that they would be willing to get involved in the early 
stages of developing such a program. They agreed, however, 
that the district could not make any long-term commitment 
until it had the authority to levy the special tax. 


OTHER DISTRICTS Involved in the planning of the new 


recreational group are Arlington Heights, Buffalo Grove, Elk 
Grove, Mount Prospect, Palatine,'Prospect Heights, River 
Trails, Rolling Meadows and Salt Creek.

Park district garage delay 


A decision on the location of a new park district mainte- 


nance garage has been delayed because tho Village of Wheel- 
ing has not yet provided information for a site cost analysis. 


Tho district has suggested that the village and park build a

The IEA last week filed suit In Sang- 


amon County Circuit Court challenging 
the constitutionality of the law providing 
for appointment of the board because it 
prohibits teachers from serving on the 
board. 


Mrs. Chapman, one of the foremost 


spokesmen in the Illinois General Assem- 
bly for the state school board, said she 
could see what was concerning the IEA, 
but added, "We have many boards in 
this state where we specify who may or 
may not be on a regulatory board. We do 
not prohibit former teachers 
from

The law creating the state board was 


passed by the legislature last spring. It 
provides for a 17-member board appoint- 
ed by the governor and confirmed by the 
state senate. The law also specifically 
states, "No member of the state board 
shall be gainfully employed or adminis- 
tratively connected with any school sys- 
tem or institution of higher learning, pri- 
vate or public." 


The law also says persons serving on 


local school boards, who are not paid, 
may not serve on the state board. 


IN ITS SUIT, the IEA charges that the 


law descriminates against persons who 
are active in education. The suit asks 
that appointment of the board be blocked 
until the suit is ruled on by the court. 


An 11-member screening committee 


appointed ~by the governor is now going 
over applications for appointment to the 
state board. The committee, headed by 
Robert E. Brooker, a Chicago business 
executive, has said it will recommend SO 
persons to the governor by March 1. 


Mrs. Chapman said that in addition to 


hoping the lawsuit will not delay creating 
of the board, she believes the committee 
and the governor should move faster to 
get the board appointed. The board will 
take over the function of the present 
state school superintendent's office in 
January, 1975, and will have to hire a 
new state superintendent before then. 


MRS. CHAPMAN said that if the com- 


mittee's recommendations reach the gov- 
ernor on March 1 and the governor takes 
several months to make the appoint- 
ments, "This board is going to end up 
with just half a year to tool up. I really 
think they should start the search for a 
superintendent right now and they also 
need to review their long-range prior- 
ities." 


Mrs. Chapman said the question of 


whether teachers and school adminis 
trators should serve on the board was 
discussed last spring in the General As 
sembly. In the House, she said, she sup- 
ported an amendment that would have 
allowed educators to serve on the board 
but changed her position when the Senate 
passed the bill with the prohibition, in lt~ 


"When it came back from the Senate 


many of us who had supported the 
amendment decided that it was more im- 
portant to make sure the bill passed than 
to worry about that provision," she said. 
"I can understand the lEA's position be- 
cause their roll is to protect teachers, 
but those of us with a broader education- 
al interest were not going to let that one 
provision stand in our way." 


Creation of the state board was author- 


ized by the 1970 Illinois Constitution.

Soap operas giving way to long shows 


HOLLYWOOD - Network television's 


daytime soap operas are 
thrashing 


about, searching for new forms, or at 
least variations on the old. They have to 
be very careful, however. If they ever 
discover that there is humor in the 
world, an entire broadcasting institution 
built on misery could collapse. 


There has, for some time, been a good 


deal of frank, contemporary material in 
the sonpers. In fact, they were, for quite 
a while, way ahead of prime time shows 
in this respect. And now, in turn, day- 
time melodramas are beginning, more 
and more, to borrow a prime-time pro- 
gramming device: The long-form show. 


A number of 90-minute, one-shot day- 


time television tales have been popping 
up, giving viewers a bit of an alternative 
to the standard form soapers and game 
shows that dominate morning and after- 
noon video. 


This week, in fact, ABC-TV has been 


offering a different 90-mlnute daytime 
story each afternoon. Here and there 
over the months, a one-shot tale for the 
daytime audience may show merit, but 
by and large these productions don't 
stray too far from soap opera values and 
techniques. 


THE APPEAL of the long-form ap- 


proach, however, is currently so pro- 
nounced in daytime network video that 
NBC-TV plans to integrate it in standard 
running soap opera stories. In fact, on 
Jan. 7, it will Introduce a new daily se- 
rial, "How to Survive a Marrrlage," 
with a 90-minutc episode. The new day- 
time entry, which will deal with "the 
problem of separation and impending di- 
vorce as it confronts a couple after 12 
years of marriage," normally will run 30 
minutes each outing. 


NBC-TV says this is "the first time a 


serial-drama is being launched in this 
form," and Lin Bolen, NBC-TV's vice 
president for daytime shows, adds: "It is 
an experiment which ... will be used in 
the future not only to introduce new

doubt your symptom of feeling cold is 
indicative of any significant thyroid or 
gland problems. Some people are more 
sensitive to the cold than others. 


Your daily bike riding suggests to me 


that you exercise regularly. Physical 
activity is a good way to warm up. The 
sensation of being cold really comes 
from the skin, not the Internal body. If 
you have a lot of warm blood circulating 
to the skin, you will feel warm. 


As people get older they often don't 


have as many muscle cells and other ac- 
tive cells that commonly generate heat. 
They actually are colder. You can even 
measure the difference. You can offset 
this by increasing your activity. It can 
be light physical activity about the 
house. 


THE OTHER PROBLEM Is often a de- 


crease in circulation. This Is particularly 
apt to make the feet cold. I think older 
people, In colder climates especially, 
should consider wearing a pair of warm 
socks to bed at night. A lot of readers 
have told me warm socks, a blanket, or 
other measures to keep the feet and legs 
warm at night help to prevent leg 
cramps. 


What you eat also makes a difference. 
For some complicated reasons proteins 
generate more body heat than either car- 
bohydrates or fats. In the process of con- 
verting them to energy, they form extra 
heat calories. A meat eater then Is better 
suited for cold climates. I'm not suggest- 
ing that you go on a meat diet, but you 
might seriously increase your protein In- 
take In the winter months. Eat your pro- 
tein in the morning and lunch meals to 
be warm in the day. You won't need the 
extra warmth at night if you have warm 
socks and adequate bedding. Lean meat, 
fish, poultry, fortified skim milk, beans, 
soybeans and cottage cheese are all good 
sources of protein. 


I 'think a number of older people feel 


cold because they are not eating enough 
of the right foods. People on low calorie 
diets feel cold and have very cold skin. 
Thermal underwear will help too. (I 
mean 
long-John thermal underwear.) 


You may need them with this year's 
energy crisis.

A HOUSEHOLD worker's cosh wages 


count for social security if she is paid $50 
or more in a three-month calendar quar- 
ter from ono employer working as a 
maid, cook, cleaning woman, laundress, 
housekeeper or babysitter in someone 
else's home. 


"This means," Thorcscn said, "that a 


household worker's wages arc covered 
by social security If sho Is paid as much 
as $3.83 per week in cash for 13 con- 
secutive weeks In a calendar quarter. 


"To get the proper social security 


credit for her earnings," Thorescn said, 
"a household worker should bo sure to 
give her employer her correct social se- 
curity number. The employer Is respon- 
sible for sending a quarterly report of 
wages paid and the social security con- 
tributions to the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice."

Public's ignoring 'Seven' 


The era which came alive briefly this 


past week in U.S. District Court Judge 
Edward Gignoux's court room deserves, 
at least, a passing cynical snicker. 


The occasion was the conviction of four 


members of the Chicago 7 team — David 
Bellinger, Abbie Hoffman, Jerry Rubin 
and attorney William Kunstler — for con- 
tempt of court. ' 


Now this columnist has no particular 


desire to see any of these four men in 
jail — thus I'm pleased that they were 
spared time behind bars. Nor is this col- 
umn an attempt to debate the merits of 
their original criminal convictions of four 
years. 


The point is, the public doesn't care 


either — and that says something about 
the nature of the history of the Chicago 
Seven. 


Before the Democratic convention five 


years ago, the Seven had a youthful con- 
stituency which could have produced a 
great deal of good In this country. There 
could have been a great deal of social 
change brought about, If the energies of 
those involved had been harnessed for 
that purpose by the Seven themselves. 


Instead, beginning with the convention 


and up to the present day, the Seven de- 
cided to become "leaders," with the sub- 
sequent visibility before TV cameras and 
newspaper reporters. 


Their trial was held in a perpetual up- 


roar. They earned their publicity, and 
they were either damned or praised 


across this nation. 


They took themselves very seriously, 


too, with this talk of revolution because 
revolution seemed so easy then. I re- 
member hearing attorney Kunstler pas- 
sionately tell a mob at Northwestern Uni- 
versity that they should not tear up

Evanston. He said it In such a way that 
the mob went out and immediately tore 
up downtown Evanston. 


As their popularity or notoriety in- 


creased, the lecture fees increased — ah, 
the sweet taste of fame! After all, In Nix- 
on's America there was always an au- 
dience to speak to in Impassioned tones 
about repression and all that. 


The only trouble with our heroes was 


that those who were serious about im- 
proving American society — through ra- 
tional, effective, non-violent and prag- 


matic methods — were going ahead and 
trying to Improve America. They had de- 
fected from the Seven's voyage of rhetor- 
ic. 


Men and women were becoming law- 


yers and doctors, to save the poor. Men 
and women were running for political of- 
fice, in order to "change the system." 
Men and women, in short, were putting 
into reality the spirit behind the Seven's 
rhetoric. 


To indicate just how serious some of 


the radical leaders were about social 
change, some of them were charged with 
drug possession (Abbie Hoffman in par- 
ticular). It seems that, If you are inter- 
ested In saving America, It would be sen- 
sible to not encourage America's police 
forces to descend on you en masse. 


The novel part of all this is that the 


rhetoric of Kunstler and others still ap- 
peals to a lot that's true about America. 
When Kunstler gets up in front of a judge 
or stands in a crowded auditorium, he 
encourages us all to fight against in- 
justice, cruelty and the other things that 
cheapen the American system. 


Trouble is, no one who's serious about 


changing America is listening to the Sev- 
en. There's a revolution of reform in 
America, in cities and towns, but no 
one's listening to what the Seven have to 
say today. 


They are, today, prophets without hon- 


or in their own country, and they seem, 
In light of the public's non-attention to 
them, a bit over-age and just a bit silly.

'New' poison gas an absurdity 


In this, the year of Watergate, 


the failures of the economy and the 
energy crisis, there is more good 
news from Washington: the U.S. 
Army is considering a new kind of 
poison gas. 


It's called "binary" gas, and it is 


h."-i3 touted by the military be- 
c.i.;se it eliminates the storage 


problems which have plagued the 
production of other forms of death- 
dealing gas, such as nerve gas. 


You see, according to the mili- 


tary it Is all so easy with binary 
gas, because the two components 
of the gas are kept in separate 
metal cylinders. 


The Army likes binary gas espe- 
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daily because it remembers the 
public indignation in 1968, when a 
cloud of VX nerve gas escaped 
from the tank on an airplane and 
killed 6,400 sheep in Utah. 


Here's the easy guide to usage, 


for the soldier who might, at some 
time, have to use the gas to ex- 
terminate the enemy: 


Troops in the battlefield would 


have to screw containers of one of 
the two chemical agents into 105- 
mm. shells containing the other 
one. Then when they fired the 
shell, a diaphragm would break 
and the spinning shell would whirl 
them into deadly combination. 


The modern army's reasoning, 


however, and perhaps it is a reflec- 
tion of post-Vietnam pacifism, is 
that this gas would be "softer" 
compared to nerve gas. The Army 
reasons that gas masks and rubber 
suits would be effective against 
this newest ultimate weapon so 
large quantities need not be pro- 
duced. 


Ahead, of course, is a Congres- 


sional battle over whether to ap- 
prove putting this country back 
in the business of producing poison 
gas. Indeed, the joint chiefs of staff 
have yet to approve the proposal to 
produce the binary gas. 


There's a $1 billion price tag on 


the production of binary gas — and 
a greater question: why produce it 
at all? There are many other more 
important areas in which the tax- 
payers' dollars could be spent than 
the nonsensical production of poi- 
son gas. 


U.S. Rep. Wayne Hays, D-Utah, 


is asking the Administration to 
consider ratifying the Geneva 
Protocol of 1925, which bans the 
use of chemical weapons such as 
gas. This makes more sense to us 
than producing a modern version 
of an indiscriminate World War I 
killer. It seems that our con- 
ventional weapons already do an 
excellent job of killing.

My ion tells mo that if I and everyone 


clso turned off our electric percolators 
there would be enough electricity saved 
to heat 85 homes for one day. Now I 
didn't question the accountability or ac- 
curacy of this statement because this 
type of rumor has been flying around for 
some weeks now. But I would rather 
moke a few more rational suggestions. 
To begin with, If I did turn off my elec- 
tric percolator, I would then perk my 
coffee on my gas range — a dubious ex- 
change of energy. And If I and others 
turned off our gas lights here on our 
street, the darkness would prompt us to 
request overhead lighting since our 
street would be pitch dark without our 
private lighting — a dangerous situation. 


Now, let mo make some suggestions. 


How about all of us opening the doors for 
ourselves at supermarkets.

Of course,- an elevator or 
automatic door should bo available for 
those who need such A convenience, but 
most of us don't Say, what about un- 
plugging electric typewriters and using 
the manual machine? I think limiting 
Christmas lighting decorations to Indoors 
is an honorable idea — but then I drive 
along Northwest Highway and it boggles

the controversial June 20 tape with an 18- 
minute gap. 


Aides close to President Nixon are con- 


founded by the developments. Asked if 
he is still heading the Watergate legal 
team, J. Fred Buzhardt said wanly: "I 
guess." 


Buzhardt still has a job waiting for 


him at the Pentagon as general counsel, 
a post he left temporarily when drafted 
by the White House. 


White House staffers who have come 


aboard since April 30 when Haldeman 
and John D. Ehrlichman were forced to 
resign have found themselves working in 
the shadow of the few remaining mem- 
bers of the first-term Nixon team. 


From the outset, former Defense Sec- 


retary Melvin R. Laird and Bryce Har- 
low, an experienced congressional liaison 
expert, found themselves remote from 
the President they were brought in to 
serve as high level counselors. 


Now the two appear to be "jumping 


ship" as Nixon vows to stay at the helm. 
Asked why he is leaving, Harlow ex- 
plains that he always had intended his 
tenure to be no more than six months. 
When asked why so many key aides are 
departing, he says there will still be the 
"silver and pewter left." 


Both Laird and Harlow have kept their 


Independent credentials since they ar- 
rived. Outmaneuvered most of the time, 
they nevertheless managed not to be 
stained by the Watergate tarbaby and 
they seem to be leaving with a sense that 
they tried.

There is an atmosphere in the White 


House that suggests occupants are look- 
ing elsewhere fondly. First Lady Pat 
Nixon, reflecting on her apparent contin- 
ued esteem with the public, displays puz- 
zlement about why her husband is criti- 
cized.

drought-stricken African nations as a 
personal emissary of the President, but 
Watergate and the energy crisis pre- 
vented her from making the special mis- 
sion. 


Still she is-remembered on that conti-

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Fuel crisis hitting auto industry hard I 


by LeROY POPE 


NEW YORK - Americans were told 


last week that there probably will be no 
gasoline rationing before March and 
mild weather helped cushion the Impact 
of fuel oil and gas shortages. 


Nevertheless, the energy crisis worked 


cruel hardship. Eastern Air Lines pre- 
pared to lay off 350 pilots and several 
thousand other workers. Chairman Rich- 
ard Gentcnbcrg of General Motors pre- 
dicted the energy crisis might cut 1974 
automobile sales as much as 12 per cent. 


November sales of domestic cars were 


down 13 per cent from a year ago and 
scheduled production for the first quarter 
of next year already has been slashed 9 
per cent. This Is expected to result In at 
least 200,000 layoffs. 


Presidential Economic Adviser Her- 


bert Stein predicted the auto plant lay- 
offs would peak out In the first quarter 
and would on the other hand not last 
long. The small foreign car Importers 
were getting so many orders they 
couldn't deliver the cars. 


THE BITTERNESS of truck drivers 


and trucking companies over the high 
price of fuel and the cuts In speed limits 
welled up In protest blockades by tru- 
ckers on the highways In several states. 
The most severe disturbances were In 
Ohio, where more than 1,000 trucks 
blocked the highways. Police were called 
out In mass forces to clear the roads and 
a number of drivers were arrested. 


Former Gov. John Love of Colorado re- 


signed as President Nixon's energy czar 
after a clash with Treasury Sec. George 
Shultz. Love favored early gasoline ratio- 
ning and Shultz preferred using price 
boosts to save fuel. Love was succeeded 
by William Simon. 


That the Nixon administration will fa- 


vor price boosts over rationing as long as 
it can seemed clear when Herbert Stein 
said even a 75 per cent boost In the fuel 
price would be better than rationing. 
Others who urged higher prices to en- 
courage more domestic oil and gas pro- 
duction were Chairman Wilbur Mills of 
the House Ways and Means Committee, 
economist Milton Friedman and the pres- 
ident's Cost of Living Council. 


However, Mills wants to couple the re- 


moval of price controls with a stiff ex- 
cess profits tax to be levied If oil com- 
pany net Income keeps on soaring. Four-

teen Democratic senators already had 
proposed a tax curb on windfall profits of 
oil companies and one senator charged 
the oil companies are "a shadow govern- 
ment" that controls the Nixon adminis- 
tration. 


THE PLEA OF THE general aviation 


Industry for more consideration in fuel 
allocations was heeded by the adminis- 
tration but leaders of the recreation in- 
dustry warned that any hasty restric- 
tions on recreational driving could wipe 
out one million jobs and hundreds of 
businesses. 


Many traveling salesmen were con- 


cerned lest a worsening gasoline situ- 
ation imperil their jobs. 


The Justice Department warned the 


public and business to be alert against 
gasoline thieves from now on and said 
black marketers will try to profiteer In 
both gasoline and fuel oils. 


But Chairman Arthur Burns of the 


Federal Reserve Board said the economy 
of the United States is strong enough to 
weather the Arab oil embargo In any 
case. The U.S. dollar hit a 10-month high 
abroad. 


PANIC DEVELOPED on the London 


Stock Market Thursday on announce- 
ments that the Arab states intend to liq- 
uidate much of their sterling and dollar 
balances in European and American 
banks. It was one of the worst days in 
history on the London market. However, 
the market recovered on Friday. 


Stocks In New York had a roller coast- 


er week with big declines early in the 
week, followed by a rally Thursday 


As the Christmas shopping season be- 


gan to hit full stride, retail trade was up 
10 per cent from the previous week and 7 
per cent from a year ago. 


Wholesale prices surged 1.8 per cent In 


November and factory orders were dis- 
closed to have risen 3.1 per cent in Octo- 
ber from a year ago, while construction 


awards were up 10 per cent. Railway 
freight traffic for the first 11 months was 
disclosed to have surpassed that for all 
of 1972 and Amtrak said the gasoline 
shortage was steadily Increasing railway 
passenger travel. 


NEW YORK CITY announced a 50 per 


cent cut In subway and bus fares on Sun- 
day to lure more Sabbath passengers. 


Both houses of Congress now have 


passed the bill to require year-round day- 
light saving time. 


First National City Bank of New York 


raised the prime interest rate for busi- 
ness loans to large customers to 10 per 
cent. Only a month ago bankers were 
predicting Interest rates would drop by 
Christmas. 


And a successful filibuster forced the 


Senate to put off until early next year the 
proposed law to finance presidential 
election campaigns out of tax funds.

Managing your family's money 
New interest in 'alternatives' to gasoline 


by MERLE E. DOWD 


Gasoline shortages plus its Increasing 


cost have sparked an interest In possible 
alternative fuels. You'll have to wait n 
bit before buying on electric or steam- 
powered car. But you can look at the 
relative costs and availability of gasoline 
substitutes — mainly liquid petroleum 
gas and dlesel oil. 


Diesel engines long have powered 


trucks because the heavier oil contains 
more heat energy per gallon than gaso- 
line. A dlcscl's compression ignition sys- 
tem and high-compression ratio generate 
power efficiently. Diesel engines are 
relatively common In boats for reasons 
of economy and safety. 


So, why not cars? Actually, one Ger- 


man manufacturer makes and dis- 
tributes the only dlescl-powcrcd auto In 
(he United States. It Is economical, high- 
ly reliable, and some dlcscls are known 
to have run 600,000 or more miles. Two 
considerations affect a decision to buy a 
dlcscl-powercd car: 


• Diesel fuel is already In short supply 


and not likely to Improve. Diesel grado 
fuel oil commonly burns in home oil fur- 
naces. Officials are already eyeing pos- 
sible winter shortages and rationing; of 
homo heating oil. Diesel fuel for transit 
and school buses, trucks, ferries, and 
cars will likely get more expensive as 
shortage* continue to pressure supplies. 


• Original cost of dlcscl-powcred cars 


is a deterrent — unless you plan to own 
your car for 10 or more years. Over the 
long haul, dlesel-enginc cars provide 
transportation at a low cost per mile 
despite high Initial costs. 


LPG ENGINES long have powered 


transit buses, delivery trucks, taxi fleets, 
and an estimated 250,000 cars. LPG, a 
mixture of about 90 per cent propane and 
10 per cent butane, burns cleanly and is 
the darling of the environmentalists. Cal- 
ifornia has exempted LPG from state 
road tax for the past three years. 


Since July 16, 1073, Washington resi- 


dents have not paid state road tax on 
propane-butane fuels. The federal tax of 
4 cents per gallon still applies. 


Other states are considering or have 


already rescinded the road tax on LPG 
auto fuels to aid the drive for cleaner 
air. 


LPG currently costs about 25-30 cents 


per gallon plus the 4 cents federal tax. In 
an auto engine, LPG delivers five to 10 
per cent fewer miles per gallon unless 
the engine Is capable of burning high- 
octane fuel efficiently; then the miles per 
gallon are a stand-off. LPG registers 
about 110-115 octane. 


Because LPG burns clean, spark plugs 


last two or three time as long — up to 
40,000 miles — but breaker points require 
replacement at normal Intervals. Taxi 
fleet* report longer mileage between oil 
changes due to clean burning and less 
dilution from liquid gasoline. 


So, why don't more owners convert to 


LPG If It's so great? The cost of con- 
verting from gasoline to LPG is a big 
bite-about 1600. 


FOR A CAR THAT averages 10 • 12 


miles per gallon, fuel savings come to 
about • penny, per mile. On that basis 


you would have to drive 60,000 miles to 
break even — without allowing for fewer 
tuncups and spark plug replacements. 


Owners of motor homes or cars pulling 


big trailers might gala as much as 2 
cents a mile, and the break-even point 
drops to 35,000-40,000 miles. One of the 
big costs is for a metal pressurized tank 
installed In the trunk. 


Supplies of LPG vary according to lo- 


cation, and priority for use on farms to 
dry grain or power farm vehicles may 
limit supplies.

Like most trade-offs in cost and avail- 


ability, LPG fuel for your car appears as 
a mixed bag. The supply picture could 
change dramatically. But, changing to 
LPG makes sense only If you drive the 
same vehicle long enough to recoup the 
conversion expense. Big cars and recrea- 
tional vehicles using large quantities of 
gasoline offer the best odds.

Women want a fair shako In the work- 


ing world. This means an end to sexist 
hiring and promotional policies. 


In the rush to end wholesale dis- 


crimination against women, let's not 
overlook tha essentials of Individual 
achievement, say (our northwest subur- 
ban women managers. 


"A lot of good sense Is better than 


playing a role," comments Geneva Hoi- 
linger, owner of the Gaarc Oil Co. In Pal- 
aline. She learned the oil business 
through on tho Job experience In secre- 
tarial, posting and supervisory Jobs over 
tho past 21 years. 


"There are opportunities for women in 


management," she says, "but women's 
libbers make trouble. You should be a 
woman, and do a good Job." 


Dealing with oilmen and truck drivers 


on a dally basis, Geneva enjoys the give 
and lake of management in a field gener- 
ally dominated by men. 


"You have to work more at being 


a woman in my position," she says, ad- 
ding that "being a woman hi a man's 
field means that you sometimes have to 
be forceful, to lot people know you mean 
business." 


Women bound for management Jobs 


will benefit from an educational back- 
ground In accounting and business man- 


"It used fo be a compliment 
to say, 'You think like a man.1 


Now times have changed." 


ngemcnt, soys Geneva. She took account- 
ing courses and relics on an attorney, a 
bookkeeper and an auditor for special- 
ized services. Her day-to-day work in- 
volves steady contact with several 
Texaco service station accounts, heating 
oil customers and distributors. Planning 
for profits In the oil business means that 
you must bo adaptable to the shifts in 
supply and demand. 


"You have to find the right company," 


she advises women Interested in man- 
agement. Geneva says competence rath- 
er than out and out competition with men 
will enable a woman to advance on the 
Job. 


"An understanding, compatible rela- 


tionship" with her husband, Bob, is Im- 
portant. "Wo discuss business occasion-* 
ally," Geneva says, "But I don't sit 
around and talk about myself." 


" G e n u i n e happiness and encour- 


agement" from family members is Im- 
portant to tho woman manager, seconds 
Marlon Bell. She's worked her way up in 
tha construction business from flic clerk 
to bookkeeping, sales office and execu- 
tive secretarial work to her present Job 
of final Inspector for the Centex con- 
struction firm In Elk Grove Village. She 
works in tho field, walking through new 
homes and calling for needed repairs be- 
fore now families move In. 


"Then I meet with the family at the 


door and go with them through the 
house," Marlon says. "I've seen con- 
struction all tho way up from the bottom 
to tho finish, and I love It." 


"I thought I had reached my potential 


as an executive secretary," says Marion. 
"Then I began working for tho vice pres- 


ident In charge of construction — it was 
his Idea that he would like to try a wom- 
an out In tho field. I happened to be the 
right person at the right place at the 
right time." 


Education Is Important, says Marion, 


"but going through the college of hard, 
knocks is almost as good as a college 
education. I've been in this business nine 
years, and I know what to expect." 
Drive and the willingness to work your 
way up from the bottom are Important, 
she counsels.

"I started with the fund office for the 


hospital In 1956," says Sara. "That was 
three years before the hospital was 
built." She parlayed her bookkeeping ex-, 
pcrlcncc, college level business training, 
and "a willingness to expend extra ener- 
gy" Into a permanent position at the hos- 
pital. 


Sara initially handled payroll, accounts 


personnel and purchasing. In 1961, she 
moved up to director of purchasing and 
later to her present position. Sara directs 
the smooth flow of thousands of items to 
central supply, storerooms, clean linen 
rooms, a print shop, mall room and a 
material supply direct system for re- 
usablcs and disposable Items at the hos- 
pital. 


Materials management is a complex 


business. Sara says she's in constant 
communication with department super- 
visors to insure adequate supplies with 
tho least amount of Inventory and wasted 
movement. 


"Starting out, you need business man- 


agement courses, a good memory, you 
need to like people and to want to do 
things for other people — you've got to 
have real heart," Sara says of her ca- 
reer. 


Be willing to work hard and to assume 


responsibility, she advises. 


Sara believes the purchasing and ma- 


terials management field will drow\ 
greater numbers of college trained worn-. 
en with business management courses to 
their credit. 


"It's a field very adaptable to women, 


with a touch of management, as in 
housekeeping," she comments. "But you 
have to be given the opportunity."

It the owner of Gaare Oil Co. in Palatine. She sa/s 


competence rather than direct competition with 
men will enable women to advance in manage- 


ment. Geneva talks with mechanic Calvin Batz at 
the company headquarters on Rohlwing Road. 


The rewards of management include 


the ability to Implement your ideas, ex- 
panding your capability and helping oth- 
ers to grow, Sara adds. "It's very, very 
satisfying," she says with a smile. 


Qualifications for management in the 


communications business also include 
liking people. That's why Florence Cox, 
commercial manager for Illinois Bell's 
Arlington Heights office, enjoys her 
work. 


"I would say your on-the-job training is 


very Important," she says. "You defi- 
nitely have to be qualified — you have to 
enjoy talking with people, customers and 
employes alike." 


Florence began working for the phone 


company as a part-time operator when 
she was in high school. "Then I got mar- 


ried, had my children and went back to 
work," she says. 


Florence served in a variety of posi-

management jobs, she says. 


"It might be affirmative,action, or it

Being a woman does have Its advan- 


tages. Dick Miller, an Illinois Bell dis- 
trict staff supervisor, comments that the 
phone company must make its white, 
male employes understand the fact that 
qualified women and minorities have 
first claim on certain skilled or manage- 
ment level Jobs.

last summer to rcbroadcast two scg- 
m c n t a of the nationally televised 
"Maude" show, both of which dealt fa- 
vorobly with abortion and vascctomy, 
(he national headquarters of the Catholic 
Church hero swung into action. 


The result, as reported proudly by top 


public relations men Robert Bcusso and 
Russell Shaw of the U.S. Catholic Confer- 
cnce, was that: 


"38 CBS stations around the country 


declined to carry the two programs, five 
more moved them out of early evening 
viewing hours, one provided prime time 
for presentation of an opposing viewpoint 
— and all but one of the scheduled na- 
tional advertisers withdrew from partici- 
pation in the programs." 


No such protest was organized, how- 


ever, when CBS produced on anti-abor- 
tion program entitled "A Brand New 
Life," or, when "Marcus Wclby, M.D." 
(ABC) look a similar anti-abortion 
stance. 


APPARENTLY flushed with a sense of 


victory In their successful censorship and 
economic boycotting of any televised 
view on abortion other than the one held 
by their own denomination, Beusse and 
Shaw have now "exposed" the "Maude" 
program as something of a Methodist 
plot. 


According to them the Maude pro- 


grams "may in largo part have owed 
their origin to the efforts of a hard-driv- 
ing pressure group called the Population 
Institute." Incidentally, Bcusse and Shaw

Capitol and the Supremo Court," and Is 
headed by a Methodist minister. 


HOW DID THE Population Institute 


exert the "hard-driving pressure" that 
resulted in "Maude"? Why, reported 
Bcusse and Shaw, the Institute actually 
went so far as to invlto TV writers and 
producers to luncheons, and to offer 
them awards for excellence in script 
writing. 


When asked about this Invitation to the 


mlnlsculo Methodist-Catholic holy war, 
the Population Institute's President, the 
Rev. Rodney Shaw, replied: 


"To label the tactic of economic boy- 


cott and the tactic of dialogue and dis- 
course with the some word 'pressure' is, 


I believe, to do violence to the facts and 
to the English language." 


Rev. Shaw also produced an inter- 


esting exhibit arranged by Dr. Roberts 
Rugh, a radiologist from Rockville, Md. 
The exhibit consisted of photographs of 
five different embryos in a collage, with 
the question, "Which is human?" 


When shown this exhibit and asked this 


question, Shaw congenially, but firmly, 
refused even to guess. Beusse, with a 
crafty glint in his eye replied, "They're 
all human!" And so did Bishop John 
May of the Diocese of Mobile. 


MSGR. JAMES McHugh, also of na- 


tional Catholic headquarters, 
selected 


photograph No. 4, which happened to be 
of a fournday-old chicken. 


The five photographs did contain one 


human embryo, more than one month 
old, which none of the four was able to 
distinguish from the embryos of a 
mouse, a turtle, a chicken and a pig (an 
Interesting result, considering what the 
Catholic-edited Commonweal magazine 
lamented as "full-page dead fetus pic- 
tures in the diocesan press").x 


BUT WRITER William ("Wild Bill") 


Marshner of Minnesota's ultra con- 
servative weekly The Wanderer, who 
also declined to guess which of the five 
embryos was human, retorted, "It 
doesn't make any difference which ones 
are human." 


Then, after a split second, he recon- 


sidered, adding hasily: 


"Uh -1 mean you can't see the differ- 


ence."

Tho scene was perfect for an upset. 
Two unbcatens were to go against each

Trustees differ on revised 
Phoenix development plans 


by JOE FRANZ 


Village trustees had mixed feelings 


Friday when asked about the revised 
plan recently submitted by Phoenix Con- 
struction Co. for Its proposed devel- 
opment along the Buffalo Grove Golf 
Course. 


In September, they rejected the project 


but agreed to consider It again if the de- 
veloper lowered building heights and 
densities. The plan commission Is now 
considering the matter. 


Phoenix has asked the village for per- 


mission lo construct townhouscs and con- 
dominiums on three tracts fronting the 
golf course and a fourth near Rte. 83 and 
Busch Road. If the project Is to bo built, 
zoning changes will be needed on two of 
the golf course parcels and the northern 
property. 


Trustee Clarice Rcch sold despite the 


changes proposed by Phoenix, she is still 
not willing to grant multi-family zofing 
on that particular property. "I don't 
think the density reduction Is great 


enough to warrant a change In my vote," 
she said Friday. "It seems to me that 
project is going to generate a tre- 
mendous population there." 


THE DEVELOPMENT will take five 


to seven years to complete and Is ex- 
pected to generate about 3,000 persons, 
2,200 of which will be next to the golf 
course. Mrs. Rech said the Phoenix de- 
velopment and other multi-family proj- 
ects planned for the vicinity will put 
too many persons within a small area. 


The project turned down by the board 


called for 013 units on the golf course 
property and 240 on the northern piece. 
The new plan calls for 873 units on the 
golf course, a reduction of 40 units. 


In addition, Phoenix has offered to 


shift 70 to 80 units from the east end of 
the golf course to the southern end.. 
Phoenix officials said they feel having a 
higher density on the southern end will 
be less objectionable to residents. 


Trustee Edward Osmon said he is 


pleased with some of the changes, but is

for the original plan, said "I'm pleased 
with their willingness to sit down with us 
and negotiate." He added he will vote for 
it again. 


Although Phoenix has agreed to donate 


$70,650 to the village for the park and 
school districts, the amount is short of 
the $163,000 that would be required under 
the village's resolution applying to an- 
nexations. 


Some village officials have said, how- 


ever, that while the proposal will have 
the same effect on the schools and parks 
as annexation, the resolution might not 
apply. This is because the property Is 
already in the village. 


TRUSTEES REFUSED to comment on 


the donation question, saying they want- 
ed to first verify certain statistics con- 
cerning the number ,of bedrooms, the 
number, of units and-the',number-of. 
'school children generated by the project. 


Some village officials said they faror 


granting the zoning change if the village 
is given the opportunity to purchase the 
golf course. The owners of the course 
have said they will sell it to the village, 
but only if the zoning is changed. 


"I don't like the densities on the proj- 


ect, but I think It's terribly Important to 
get that golf course," Mahoney said. 
Driscoil agreed, saying, "We've got to 
bend a little too because that golf course 
has to remain in the village." 


Mrs. Rech, however, said she is not 


willing to change the zoning even if the 
village is given the opportunity to buy 
the course. "I don't think that's a fair 
way for the (Phoenix) to accomplish 
what they want," she said.

saving activities, publish an energy 
newsletter and hold future seminars. 


The committee will be headed by Carl 


Lindhoim, a Motorola vice president. 


Several businessmen at the workshop 


outlined steps their firms have taken to 
cut power consumption, including promo- 
tion of car polls and programs to encour- 
age energy-saving suggestions from their 
employes. 


Some of the ideas prompted minor de- ~ 


bates. While a number of the business- 
men cited the energy savings from turn- 
ing off unneeded lights, others said the 
loss of heat from lighting fixtures would 
force companies to turn up heating sys- 
tems in their buildings. 


IN ADDITION, many of the business 


representatives 
expressed 
conflicting 


views about the seriousness of the energy 
crisis. United Air Lines believes it will 
be a long-term problem, while Com- 
monwealth Edison minimizes the effect 
on the Midwest. 


United has been "in it up to our necks 


since starting in June," said Warren Al- 
berts, representing the company. Airline 
company layoffs have been in recent 
news, and Alberts noted "some efforts 
have been extremely painful to us and 
our employes." ...

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Gifted ones 


Students finding it easier to develop their 
potential through individualized education

Tapping o child's natural resources 


like creativity, Intelligence and talent of 
alt kinds Is the purpose of the School 
Dlst. 21 program for gifted students. 


The philosophy of the district-wide pro- 


gram Is that all children are gifted in 
some way and It is the Job of teachers to 
bring out and develop each one's special 
.kill. 


Many school districts carefully screen, 


identify and then Isolate girted children, 
said Larry Chase, director of the pro- 
gram. Often, ho added, those designated 
as gifted ore only students with especial- 
ly high IQ's. 


INSTEAD OP Isolation, the method in 


Dlst. 21 Is indlvidualizatlon. By Individ- 
ualizing instruction as much as possible, 
Chase said, each student is free to devel- 
op his potential — in any area — without 
being singled out In some type of elite 
group. 


"Wo bellevo In grouping for instruction 


based on need, but doing it In a flexible 
way with a lot of mobility," Chase said. 
"Wo want to Identify kids to meet indl- 
vidual needs, but do it so much that It 
becomes invisible. The high IQ group, 
then, is just another group." 


Another Important part of tho program 


is effective education, that Is, making 
knowledge relevant to the student's life. 


"Kids and teachers, too, are Insisting 


now thut there bo some connection be- 
tween what they do in the classroom and 
the outside world," Chase said. "Too of- 
ten, wo don't question what we do. A mil- 
lion things are done in schools everyday 
that don't make sense, but we go on 
doing them because they *ren't ques- 
tioned and they've always been done that 
way. 


"A THOUGHT I'd llkn to see every 


teacher tape on his bathroom mirror is: 
where are you going today, what's It 
good for and how do you know?' " 


One aspect of effective education, 


Chose said, is the development of self- 
concept. 


"Wo recognize that nobody will learn 


to his potential if he doesn't feel good 
about himself and know how to get along 
with people," he said. "Often, we find 
very bright kids, who, for some reason, 
don't achieve. The only thing that works 
is to help kids realize through direct ex- 
perience that they're okay." 


Providing avenues for children to ex- 


presss their creativity is also stressed In 
the program. 


"PEOPLE WHO are using their creat- 


ive talents are very rare In our society. 
We need people who can look at things in 
a different way. In fact, the only solution 
to the problems in the world today is go- 
ing to be to promote creativity — to get 
as many new ideas as possible," Chase 
said. 


He emphasized that children in Dlst. 21 


are encouraged to be creative in many 
ways. 


"Our idea of creativity is very broad," 


he sold. "It's not just the artist, the 
writer or the person who can take beau- 
tiful pictures. A person can be a creative 
planner, creative room arranger or a 
creative cook. All It means Is that a kid 
opens himself up and looks at situations 
and problems in new ways." 


Many people have the mistaken idea 


that creativity Is something that can't be 
learned, Chose said, but that just isn't 
true. 


"It's teaching kids to think," he said. 


"It's talking about thinking and writing 
about thinking — it's all part of getting 
kids to expand their minds." 


CHASE'S LONG-RANGE goal Is to de- 


velop a process of Identifying each 
child's particular apptitude and making 
that Information part of his school 
record. 


Within three years, he hopes to devise 


a system to screen children when they 
are In kindergarten and add the assess- 


ment to each student's cumulative fold- 
er. The record is passed along each year 
as children go through school. 


Tho, purpose of the evaluation, would 


be to match up student interests with ac- 
tivities to kelp them develop their poten- 
tial. Right now, Chase said, teachers usu- 
ally learn of a student's aptitude by acci- 
dent. 


Although funds were provided last year 


for gifted education in the district, the 
money was used only at Whitman School 
In Wheeling. 


THIS YEAR, activities are going on at 


several local schools. 


At Cooper Junior High School In Buf- 


falo Grove, a group of gifted orchestra 
students meet with 'their teacher on 
Thursday evenings to learn more about 
music than Is covered in the regular 
classroom. 


An independent study program is being 


set up at London Junior High School in 
Wheeling to allow students who have el- 
ready mastered classroom concepts to 
work on Individual projects In their inter- 
est area.

And, at Poe School in Arlington 


Heights, a group of very good readers in 
tho fifth and sixth grades meet with the 
learning center director there for liter- 
ary discussions. 


Several activities for gifted students 


are provided at Hawthorne School in 
Wheeling. One of them ,is instructional 
sessions on how to make decisions. 


CHASE SAID although this'Is the first 


year that the district has had an exten- 
sive program for gifted children, school 
officials have always been aware of the 
Importance of these kinds of activities. 


"It's not as though nothing has ever 


been done in the area of gifted educa- 
tion," he .said.

Woman hurt in crash raped by 'samaritan' 


The Wheeling Plan Commission's re- 


fusal to recommend a park site designa- 
tion on the Childerly Retreat House prop- 
erty was again the subject of heated de- 
bate among park board and plan com- 
mission members last week. 


Park Comr. Lorraine Lark first took 


exception to statements that the district 
was asking for too much land when it 
requested seven park designations on the 
official village map. 


The statement was made by planner 


Ray Waymel, who voted against the des- 
ignation. "For that commissioner to say 
we asked for too much land is a fallacy," 
Mrs. Lark said. She said most of the re- 
quested park sites lie outside-present vil- 
lage boundaries, and thus the designa- 
tions have no effect until the land is an- 
nexed. She also said those sites re- 
quested within village boundaries total- 
led only 40 acres. 


"That's o total of 40 acres of land for a 


community of 20,000 plus people, and I 
don't think that is too much land," she 
said. 


TWO PLANNERS present at the park 


board meeting said they voted against 
the park site because the Childerly prop- 
erty is being looked at for a proposed 
hospital. Jock Metzger and Gil Monoson 
said the pork designation might be a 
stumbling block to the hospital, and the 
park district could always resort to the 
power of condemnation. 


Mrs. Lark said a park designation 


would only strengthen any condemnation 
proceedings. She said that without the 
designation, the property might be devel- 
oped as apartments or condominiums.

Representatives of 50 Northwest subur- 


ban industries have agreed to join in a 
cooperative effort to conserve energy. 


The companies, which took part Friday 


In an energy workshop sponsored by 
Motorola Corp.'s communications divi- 
sion, formed a committee to plan power- 
'saving activities,' publish an energy 
newsletter and hold future seminars. 


The committee will be headed by Carl 


Llndholm, a Motorola vice president. 


Several businessmen at the workshop 


outlined steps their firms have taken to 
cut power consumption, Including promo- 
tion of car polls and programs to encour- 


age energy-saving suggestions from their 
employes. 


Some of the ideas prompted minor de- 


bates. While a number of the business- 
men died the energy savings from turn- 
Ing off urmeeded lights, others said the 
loss of heat from lighting fixtures would 
force companies to turn up heating sys- 
tems in their buildings.

crisis. United Air Lines believes it will 
be a lo-.g-term problem, while Com- 
monwealth Edison minimizes the effect 
on the Midwest.

their own pockets. Last year they bought 
1.100 pounds of duck fecd.300 pounds of 
corn and 500 pounds of hay and straw. 


"We have not been reimbursed. We're 


just happy to do it," she said. 


About 50 ducks call the lake home this 


winter. Most of them arc wild ducks who 
joined the approximately 20 domestic 
ducks staying at the lake. 


The domestic ducks were first brought 


to the lake by Centex Homes Corp. 


Mrs. Sleek said, "The ducks are neces- 


sary for the ecology of the lake. And they 
arc a source of enjoyment to the children 
in the area." 


SOME CHILDREN ARE not an enjoy- 


mcnt to the ducks, however. 


Mrs. Sleek said last winter some teen- 


agers tormented the ducks by chasing 
them and trying to hit them with sticks. 


She said during the winter only one 


spot on the lake does not freeze. If the 
ducks arc frightened away from the spot, 
the ducks will die because they must be 
near open water to survive.

U.S. grant 
sought for 
school tests 


Half the money for a $250,000 testing 


p r o g r a m in Schaumburg Township 
School Dist. 54 may come from the feder- 
al government. The tests would be aimed 
at telling where students need help and 
how to give it. 


Board members Thursday approved 


application to seek federal funds for half 
the cost of a four-year "program eval- 
uation design" testing program that took 
district staffers more than two years to 
draft. 


Carl Seltzer, curriculum director, said 


the district has a 16 per cent chance of 
getting a federal grant for the testing 
program. 


The district will seek 100 percent fund- 


ing or $70,000 the first year, $33,333 or 66 
2/3 per cent funding the second year, 
$16,667 or 33 1/3 per the third year and 
assume the full financial burden 
fourth year. 


Dist. 54 committed itself to the "pro- 


gram evaluation design" a year ago. 


It shows weaknesses in students and 


teachers and suggests remedies. 


Seltzer calls the FED program "diag- 


nostic and prescriptive for both teacher 
and student." 


TALKING ABOUT the necessity for 


such a program Seltzer noted the dis- 
tricts great concern with the local and 
national trend of decreasing achievement 
scores in mathematics and language 
arts. His report states that exhaustive at- 
tempts to isolate reasons for the drop 
were ineffective. 


In the first year the model project will 


serve just Dist. 54 students. In sub- 
sequent years other school districts in 
the Northwest Educational Cooperative 
may participate. Non-public schools in 
the area may also participate. 


Principals, consultants, teachers and 


Seltzer will be involved in the project in 
advisory and functioning roles. No part 
of their salaries will be paid from project 
funds. Project funds will be used to pay 
a few teachers to develop tests for the 
project. 


Seltzer stressed that board approval to 


apply for the funding does not guarantee 
the grant. He said, however, he was very 
hopeful.

Sivashbuckling can be 'practical': fencing teacher

Ever stay up late to catch "The Three 


Musketeers" on the late-late show? 


Or does Errol Flynn fighting off 15 


men with his sword make you wish you 
knew more about handling a blade — 
aside from carving the Thanksgiving tur- 
key? 


If so, you're Leo Turgeon's kind of 


people. 


Turgeon teaches fencing and is one of 


the sport's biggest boosters in the area. 
In addition to supervising a fencing club 
in Schaumburg, Turgeon runs a fencing 
program for the Elk Grove Park District 
and hopes to eventually form an area- 
wide park district league. 


Besides being the first swashbuckler 


on the block, learning to fence actually 


has its practical advantages, according 
to Turgeon, especially physical. 


••JUST LIKE SWIMMING; almost all 


of the body's muscles are used in fenc- 
ing," said Turgeon. "Beginners are sur- 
prised. After two or three bouts, they'll 
really be huffing," he added. "Each bout 
is approximately six minutes of concen- 
trated physical effort," Turgeon said. 


"Just about anyone can learn how to 


fence," said Turgeon. His class at the 
Elk Grove Park district backs up his 
statement. Ages In the class range from 
11 to 50. 


According to Turgeon, the cost to be- 


come involved in fencing is minimal, es- 
pecially if started in a park district pro- 
gram. A mask, foil and glove cost about 
$50, but are provided free for those in his

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Civil Defense drill 
Disaster exercise 
teaches lesson 


If Thursday night had been real — Elk 


Grovo Village would havo been bell An 
airplane crashed Into the Holiday Inn on 
Busso Road; 25 buildings, valued at |1S 
million, wore partially or completely de- 
stroyed. A tornado hit the hospital, 75 
persons were killed and 100 were injured, 
jurcd. 


Out Thursday night was not real, it 


was a drill, an "emergency operations 
simulation" conducted in the basement 
of tho headquarters fire station on 
DlcstcrflcW Road. 


Village officials, employes and volun- 


teers from the high school, about 50 to 75 
persons, spent two hours in the disaster 
exercise arranged by the state Civil De- 
fense agency. 


ACCORDING TO Allen Hulett, village 


flro chief and Civil Defense director, the 
two-hour test compressed an estimated 
12 to 18 hours of work If a disaster had 
occurred. 


Tho training exercise was arranged 


with a scries of problems and Informa- 
tion messages being sent from a simula- 
tion room to an operations room. A mes- 
sage coordinator in the operations room 
then gave tho message to the proper de- 
partment, cither police, fire, welfare, 
public works or any of the other offices 
represented, for action. 


Each of the department heads then had 


to determine the appropriate steps to be 
taken and order the action.

park district class, which meets once a 
week. 


Unlike some others, Turgeon believes 


In getting right down to basics in fencing 
and says his students are starting to bout 
with each other within three or four ses- 
sions. "In college, you wouldn't touch a 
blade for six months," he said. 


Turgeon spends the first 10 weeks of 


hb park district course teaching basic 
offensive and defensive moves. Those 
who come back for the second 10 week 
course — more than 50 per cent general- 
ly do — then refine what they've learned 
while learning how to put two or three 
moves together in a bout. 


U.N'LIKE THE MOVIE scenes that 


have swordflghters moving all over, the 
fencing bout takes place along a line 50 
feet long. "There's no movement side- 
ways," said Turgeon. Beginners learn 
basic offensive moves and the proper 
way to advance along the line, plus bow 
to defend and retreat along the line. 


Turgeon fenced "a little" in college 


and has been fencing steadily for the 
post three years. His three sons also 
fence and have won several amateur 
awards. 


In order to promote fencing, Turgeon 


bought enough equipment to outfit 15 
fencers and paid for it by giving lessons 
privately. His latest piece of equipment 
is a bit more complicated. 


An expensive metal vest eliminates the 


need for some bout officials. When the 
battery-powered vest is touched by a foil 
in a "hit" area, a colored light automati- 
cally goes on to signify a point has been 
scored. If the contact is made In a nonhlt 
area, a white light flashes, indicating a 
hit but no point has been scored.

The steps taken would later be eval- 


uated to determine if the actions were 
suitable. 


Some 200 problems and messages 


came in during the two-hour drill. Each 


• had been prepared by the Civil Defense 
officials to duplicate as closely as pos- 
sible'the many different, confusing and 
sometime conflicting things that happen 
in a major disaster. 


IN THE MIDDLE of trying to remove 


the injured from the downed aircraft, a 
call came in from a woman in labor who 
had to be taken to the hospital. Traffic 
became snarled as sightseers flocked to 
the crash. A serious fight between some 
teen-agers at a park in the village was 
reported while authorities were trying to 
determine where to take the dead and in- 
jured as all available medical facilities 
became overcrowded.' 


These and many, many more problems 


swamped the workers during the drill. 
As the problems and messages came' 
pouring In, each department attempted 
to set up a make-shift filing system In an 
effort to keep track of things. 


Although the drill was hectic, there 


was little confusion. Most of the people 
knew what to do and how to do it. 


While the drill was taking place, about 


50 observers from neighboring munici- 
palities, school districts, other agencies 
and Civil Defense organizations milled 
around to get a closer look at the work- 
ers in action. 


As quickly as the drill began, it ended. 


The last message came and the drill was 
over. Most of the people Involved in the 
exercise were surprised that two hours 
could go by so quickly. 


NOT ALL OF the messages were the 


serious ones prepared for the drill. Some 
people composed their own fake reports 
and submitted them. 


One report said aliens in a spacecraft 


had been sighted and the police depart- 
ment was notified for action. Police 
Chief Harry Jenkins Issued the order, 
"We don't chase spacecraft." 


After the drill, Hulett said the exercise 


"started a lot of people thinking about a 
lot of problems they would never have 
thought about." 


He said the drill was an example of the 


"magnitude and multitude" of problems 
that could arise from a disaster. 


After evaluating the exercise, Civil De- 


fense officials will continue to work with 
the village to Improve emergency and 
disaster techniques. 


Most of the officials agreed it would be 


unrealistic to expect that all the key vil- 
lage personnel would have been together 
when a disaster occurred as they were 
for the drill. However, the important 
thing of the exercise was to give village 
officials an Idea of what could happen in 
an emergency and give them an opportu- 
nity to deal with the problems.

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Policemen testify 
about problems 
under Centner

Two Palatine policemen testified Fri- 


day that the police department under for- 
mer chief Robert Centner suffered from 
serious morale problems and certain po- 
lice officers did not crime to \vork be- 
cause "they didn't feel like It." 


Poliro detectives Ralph Winkclhakc 


and Michael McDonald took the stand at 
the public hearing before the village po- 
lice and fire commission to determine 
why Centner Mas forced to resign June 
23. Both were called by special village 
attorney Jack Slcgcl, who questioned 
them in detail on police policies and mo- 
rale during Centner's years as chief. 


McDonald told the commission "there 


were men on the department uho didn't 
come to work just because they didn't 
feel like It." He also testified that in cur- 
ly 1971 he talked several officers out of 
leaving In a mass resignation. 


UINKELIIAKE TESTIFIED that 16 to 


ID men participated In a job walkout 
Jan. 16,1970, to protest a department di- 
rective that limited men to Inking vaca- 
tions only when they were on the day 
shift. In effect, the policy limited vaca- 
tion choices to four months of the year. 
Other complaints Involved overtime com- 
pensation and grievance procedures. 


Winkclhakc and McDonald helped form 


the local police association which later 
became a chapter of the Combined Coun- 
ties Police Association (CCPA), In 1970. 


Centner has not yet taken the stand to 


counter any of the charges. The hearing 
was continued to Saturday when Cen- 
tner's attorney John D. Hayes -vill cross 
examine McDonald. 


McDonald was suspended from the 


force for several days in 1970 and 1971, 
the first time for official misconduct and 
behavior unbecoming an officer when he 
allegedly grabbed 
one suspect 
and 


knocked another's feet off a desk. The 
second suspension came when McDonald 
was charged with keeping a gun in his 
home that was evidence In a case. 


During the 1970 public hearing on the 


misconduct charges, Wlnkelhake testified 
Friday, he had to be restrained by anoth- 
er officer when he (Wlnkelhake) tried to 
strike Centner. 


THE VILLAGE board, after an admin- 


istrative review of Centner, forced him 
to resign June 25, because of what it con- 
sidered shortcomings in the deportment. 
The board cited several reasons In- 
cluding morale, lack of a drug pre- 
vention program, no surveillance for 
overweight trucks and lack of tavern

Centner ouster told 


Republican trustees, who constitute

During their testimony, both Guss 


and Shaw admitted meeting with 
about 20 policemen June 15 at Cuss's 
home to hear their complaints about 
the department. 


They differed, however, on the 


date a press release calling for Cen- 
tner's resignation was drawn up. 
Guss testified thai he, Shaw and 
Trustee Richard Fontc met to pre- 


pare the press release June 14, the 
night before Guss and Shaw dis- 
cussed deportment problems with the 
20 policemen. Shaw, on the other 
hand, said the press release was 
drown up at a meeting June 16 or 17, 
after the session with the policemen. 


Guss also contradicted earlier tes- 


timony that Republican trustees met 
secretly June 17, four days before the 
board officially voted to oust Cen- 
tner. Instead, he said the trustees 
met on June 24, the day before Cen- 
tner was forced to resign.

Plan ways to save energy

Representatives of SO Northwest subur- 


ban Industries have agreed to join in a 
cooperative effort to conserve energy. 


The companies, which took part Friday 


In an energy workshop sponsored by 
Motorola Corp.'s communications divi- 
sion, formed a committee to plan power- 
saving activities,' publish an energy 
newsletter and hold future seminars. 


The committee will be headed by Carl 


Llndholm, a Motorola vice president. 


Several businessmen at the workshop 


outlined steps their firms have taken to. 
cut power consumption, Including promo- 
tion of car polls arid programs to encour- 
age energy-saving suggestions from their 
employes. 


Some of the Ideas prompted minor de- 


bates. While a number of the business- 
men cited the energy savings from turn- 
ing off unnecdcd lights, others «ald the 
loss of heat from lighting fixtures would 
force companies to turn up heating sys- 
tems In their buildings. , 


IN ADDITION, many of the business 


representatives expressed 
conflicting 


views about the seriousness of the energy 
crisis. United Air Lines believes It will 
bo a long-term problem, while Com- 
monwealth Edison minimizes the effect 
on the Midwest. 


United has been "In It up to our necks 


since starting in June," said Warren Al- 
berts, representing the company. Airline 
company layoffs have been In recent 
news, and Alberts noted "some efforts 
havo been extremely painful to us and 
our employes." 


Unltcd's experts are predicting a long- 


term problem, with a minimum three- 
year shortage and maximum crisis of 
eight years, he said. United has reduced 
its projections for growth In 1974 from 
four per cent to zero, he said, noting the 
airline's fuel consumption will drop 15 
per cent below 1072 levels, and 25 per 
cent below 1973. 


But Jack Stephens, northwest area dis- 


trict superintendent for Edison, sug- 
gested reducing non-essential electricity 
uses during a peak winter period would 
permit an adequate power supply from 
his firm. Ho defined the peak period as 4 
to 8 p.m. from Dec. 21 to 24. 


STEPHENS NOTED "anything we say 


might be unpatriotic," but noted 35 per 
cent of Edison's power for 1074 will be 
generated from nuclear plants. Another 
S3 per cent will be from coal burning 
plants and the rest will come from gas, 
oil and water power systems, he said. 
Edison's only fuel oil usagu Is In "peaker 
units," which would not be required if 
non-essential power uses were cut In the 
peak periods, barring emergencies, be 
said. The firm could theoretically meet 
all electricity demands with non-petro- 
leum power sources, ho sold. 


When asked If Edison's power could 


not bo shared with coastal areas, which 
Stephens had said are suffering worse 
shortages, ho replied the utility would 
have to use Its oil-burning systems to 
produce a shorablo excess. 


Among saving steps emphasized by the 


other Industrial spokesmen was car pool- 
Ing, with some offering such incentives 
as reserved parking places to employes 
who ride to work together. Several firms

Students, teachers differ on goals

High School Dlst. 211 students say their 


major objective In school is to learn how 
to get along with other people. 
•'But their parents feel learning the bas- 
ic skills of reading, writing, speaking and 
listening should be the most important 
part of their education and teachers and 
administrators In Dist 211 agree with the 
parents. 


This Is one of the conclusions that can 


be drawn from the ranking of education- 
al goals and objectives by Dlst. 211 stu- 
dents, teachers, parents and adminis- 
trators last month. They were asked to 
rank a list of 18 general educational 
goals In order 'Of importance and last 
week they rated the five high schools In 
Dlst. 211 as to how well they are fulfilling 
these goals. 


Dlst. 211 officials will use the results of 


these rankings as a guide in planning 
education programs for the future. 


THE RESULTS OF the survey of 60 


student, 250 parents, 60 teachers and a 
majority of the administrators in Dist. 
211 havo been computed.Into averages. 
Students gave highest priority to the 
goals, "learn to respect and get along 
with people with whom we work and 
live," "develop good character and self 
respect," and "develop skills to enter a 
specific field of work,." 


Parents, teachers and administrators 


gave high priority to the goal, "develop 
skills in reading, writing, speaking and 
listening." Parents and teachers agreed 
on tbo priority given the goal," learn 
how to examine and use information," 
and parents and administrators agreed 
on the goal to "gain a general educa- 
tion." 


Teachers agreed with students In giv- 


ing high priority to developing good char- 
acter and self-respect. 


DIST. 211 administrative assistant Jim 


Merrins said, "All the goals have merit. 
There Is no right or wrong rankuig," but 
he did say administrators ant: parents 
tended to agree on ranking, students ten- 
ded to disagree with them, and rankings 
from teachers were somewhere.in the 
middle. 


For Instance, teachers, parents and ad- 


ministrators gave high priority to In- 
tellectual goals emphasizing basic skills 
and general education, but teachers also 
agreed with students and gave high pri- 
ority to personal goals such as devel- 
oping good character. 


Administrators agreed with parents 


"because most of them are parents and 
are members of the same community," 
said Merrins. "Students, of course, don't 
perceive things the way adults do." be- 
cause they are more concerned about 
personal goals, said Merrins, "Identiity 
is a big thing for them at this point in 
their life." Teachers see a need for "a 
balance between the teaching of skills 
and the teaching of a healthy attitude," 
he said. 


ALL FOUR groups did tend to agree 


on the goals they think are the least im- 
portant. Those were: "Understand and 
practice the skills of family living," 
"practice and understand the ideas of 
health and safety," and "appreciate cul- 
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ture and beauty in the world." 


There was "virtually no difference" In 


the rankings by parents from the five 
high school attendance area, said Mer- 
rins. Where there was disagreement, the 
difference was slight and Involved me- 
dium-priority goals. 


THE PARENTS' ratings of how the 


schools do their job won't be tabulated 


• for another month, said Merrins; but pre- 
liminary Indications are that "people are 
satisfied with what the school is doing." 
They said the schools are doing a good 
job on fulfilling the high priority goals, 
but were not in agreement on the lower 


priority goals, Merrins said. 


The results of the rankings will not sit 


on a shelf in a district office and never 
be used, said Merrins. Dlst 211 officials 
plan to use the results as a tool in re- 
viewing and writing new curricula. "It Is 
the type of tool that gives you more in- 
formation and opens up more alterna- 
tives. While it can't be followed as reli- 
gion, it ^provides us with something we 
didn't know before," he said. The rating 
system '.should be repeated regularly, 
said Merrins, who recommends that the 
district ask for another evaluation in two 
to four years.

Approval urged for two building plans 


Two separate development plans, one 


calling for the construction of single-fam- 
ily homes and another-, for office build- 
Ings, have received a recommendation 
for final approval from the Rolling 
Meadows Plan Commission. 


The plans — builder Ted Mayer's Ry- 


wick Village subdivision on Kirchoff 
Road near East Frontage Road and Pal- 
atine developer Elmer Barnes' proposed 
three-building office complex on Plum 
Grove Road near Emerson Avenue — 
were reviewed last week by the plan 
commission. 


The commission's recommendations 


will go to the city council, which will 
make the final decision on-both projects. 


THE MEYER plan calls for 14 single- 


family bi-level homes to be built on a 
24-acre site. Each home would sell for 
about $48,500. Private streets within the 
subdivision as well as a section of open 


land which would be shared In common 
by the homeowners are also planned. 


Council approval of the plan would 


bring to an end more than six years of 
effort by Meyer to develop the land. The 
developer originally received prelimi- 
nary approval from the city in 1967 to 
zone the land for residential use. 


However, multiple family projects pro- 


posed by Meyer were repeatedly turned 
down by the council. Residents In the 
area also opposed the multi-family plans 
but have Indicated apprcval of the latest 
plan. 


Meyer (old city officials his latest pro- 


posal to build single-family homes was 
developed after he was able to obtain fi- 
nancing for the project. 


The second project okayed by the com- 


mission calls for the construction of 
three office buildings on a five-acre par- 


cel on Plum Grove near Emerson. The 
buildings would have 16,000 square feet, 
20,000 square feet, and 30,000 square feet 
of available space respectively. 


A DOME-TYPE roof to be made of 


clear plexiglass supported by aluminum 
girders Is planned for each building. 


Barnes has told city officials the smal- 


lest building could house a savings and 
loan institution which has expressed in- 
terest in locating in the complex. 


There is presently no savings and loan 


Institution In the city. The only banking 
institution in the city is the Bank of Roll- 
ing Meadows, but a second facility, the 
Plum Grove Bank, is scheduled to open 
on Algonquin Road next to Amling's 
Flowerland next summer. 


Barnes has declined to name the In- 


stitution which may locate In. the com- 
plex pending finalization of plans.

'90 per cent of news today isr accurate* 
Crane aide discusses problems of media 


Continued need for a free press, great- 


er interest In journalism as a career and 
accuracy in the media were stressed lost 
week by an administrative aide to U S. 
Rep. Philip M. Crane (R-12). 


"Ninety per cent of the~news you read 


today is accurate," said Edward D. Mur- 
nane. 


He assured members of the Republican 


Organization of Schaumburg Township 
(ROOST) Friday he is not "anti-media or 
a reactionary to it." 


But Murnane feels two basic problems, 


not existing In the pre-televlsion era, 
face competitive newsmen today. 


The constant haste to get things in 


print can result in stories appearing 
where all facts have not been thoroughly 
checked, he believes. 


"ALSO, THE VALUE of newspapers is 


being questioned thpse days because 
people are so much n part of the news," 
he added. 


Murnane contended that the political 


attitudes of reporters can be largely re- 
sponsible for news slant. 


He cited statistics from a 1970 survey 


In which 76 per cent of political and so- 
cial science students interviewed consid- 
ered themselves "liberal or radical." 
Murnane also discussed results of a 1971 
Gallup Poll which identified 56 per cent 
of freshmen college students surveyed as 
middle of the rood, 26 per cent leaning to 
the left and 5 per cent far left. 


A graduation follow-up indicated 49 per 


cent of the sample had moved to the luft, 
he said. 


Murnane pinpointed the "real probtem 


of the news media" as the "credibility 


gap newsmen themselves attribute to 
President Richard M. Nixon." 


HE TALKED of failure of Washington, 


D C., newspapers and others throughout 
the country to report a special 1971 meet- 
ing where 88 congressmen convened to 
discuss the "grave lack of defense pos- 
ture against the Soviet Union." 


"Whenever you get 88 members of 


Congress together doing anything, it cer- 
tainly is an event worth consideration," 
Murnane quipped, calling the incident 
"an example of the general mentality of 
what I put in quotes as the 'eastern liber- 
al press."" 


"But," he continued, "had the con- 


gressmen marched to the White House to 
tack their thesis on the door ... or had 
(Rep.) Bella Abzug burned her bra on 
the White House steps . . . that would 
have been news." 


Murnane mentioned an inaccurate Los 


Angeles Times story In 1969 that reported 
the assassination of 29 Black Panther 
members in police confrontations within 
a year. The story was picked up by a 
number of other papers in the U.S. as 
well, he said. 


YET. HE SAID, when pressed to verify 


facts and sources, the papers were 
unable to comply. 


"The truth of the matter was that nine 


Black Panthers had been assassinated in 
that year," he explained, emphasizing 
that a mistake had been made along the 
line and routinely picked up by many pa- 
pers. He failed to note that the story was 
later debunked by the news media. 


Murnane said individual interests of 


reporters, quality and quantity of note- 


taking and many ways in which a story 
can be changed after it leaves the hands 
of the reporter must be also considered. 


Murnane told ROOST members of i 


new organization, Accuracy hi Media 
(AIM), formed to monitor media accura- 
cy- 


He said the group has recently pur- 


chased stock in the Washington Post and 
New York Times, and has "taken on the 
giant National Broadcasting Company" 
in litigation. 


Murnane urged protest of inaccuracies 


or misrepresentation "not through the 
use of counsel or individual letters." 


"Get 10 per cent of your neighbors to 


write letters. And you, and those neigh- 
bors, tell merchants who advertise in the 
papers concerned that you will not con- 
tinue buying merchandise unless they 
cancel advertising," he suggested.

this year, according to Robert L. May of 
Skokie. 


May created the Rudolph character In 


1939 and authored the song 10 years lat- 
er. For the past 23 years a model of the 
reindeer that went down In history has 
shlned from his lawn.

"I'm putting him out again, but I'm

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Area firms meet to map campaign

Representatives of 50 Northwest subur- 


ban industries have agreed to Join in a 
cooperative effort to conserve energy. 


Tho companies, which took part Friday 


in an energy workshop sponsored by 
Motorola Corp.'s communications divi- 
sion, formed a committee to plan power- 
saving activities, publish an energy 
newsletter and hold future seminars. 


Tho committee will bo headed by Carl 


Llndholm, a Motorola vico president. 


Several businessmen at the workshop 


outlined steps their firms have taken to 
cut power consumption, including promo- 
tion of cor polls and programs to encour- 
age energy-saving suggestions from their 
employes. 


Some of the Ideas prompted minor de- 


bates. While a number of the business- 
men cited the energy savings from turn- 
Ing off unnceded lights, others said the 
loss of heat from lighting fixtures would 
force companies to turn up heating sys- 
tems In their buildings. 


IN ADDITION, many of the business 


representatives 
expressed 
conflicting 


views about the seriousness of the energy 
crisis. United Air Lines believes it will 
bo a long-term problem, while Com- 
monwealth Edison minimizes tho effect 
on the Midwest. 


United has been "in It up to our necks 


slnco starting in June," said Warren Al- 
berts, representing the company. Airline 
company layoffs have been In recent 
news, and Alberts noted "some efforts 
have been extremely painful to us and 
our employes." 


Unltcd's experts are predicting a long- 


term problem, with a minimum three- 
year shortage and maximum crisis of 
eight years, he said. United has reduced 
its projections for growth in 1074 from 
four per cent to zero, he said, noting the 
airline's fuel consumption will drop IS 
per cent below 1972 levels, and 25 per 
cent below 1973., 


But Jack Stephens, northwest area dis- 


trict superintendent for Edison, sug- 
gested reducing non-essential, electricity 
uses during a peak winter period would 
permit on adequate power supply from 
his firm. Ho defined the peak period as 4 
to 8 p.m. from Dec. 21 to 24. 


STEPHENS NOTED "anything we say 


might be Unpatriotic," but noted 35 per 
cent of Edison's power for 1974 will be 
generated from nuclear plants. Another 
55 per cent will be from coal burning 
plants and the rest will come from gas, 
oil and water power systems, he said. 
Edison's only fuel oil usage Is In "peakcr 
units," which would not bo required If

Teaching theories become 
reality in preschool lab

Teaching preschool children "becomes 


reality Instead of just words in a book" 
in the child-care laboratory at Schaum- 
burg High School, according to Mary 
Thomasinl, teacher of the child-care pro- 
gram. 


The child-care laboratory was designed

Students who complete the child-care 


program are qualified to teach in play- 
schools, said Miss Thomasini, and many 
plan to continue child-care training in 
college to make that their career. 


There are several students in the class 


who are interested hi becoming elemen- 
tary school teachers, Miss Thomasini 
said, and "this is a good way to find 
out" whether they enjoy working with, 
children.

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Village to seek 
low-cost housing 
site for elderly 


The Arlington Heights Housing Com- 


mission hopes to acquire a site for low- 
Income housing for the elderly after the 
first of the year. 


"We have a couple of places In mind," 


said Housing Commission Prcs. Jack 
Pittas. He said officials of the U. .S. DC- 
parlmcnt of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment recently Inspected some sites in 
I ho village and their reactions were "fa- 
vorable." Pittas declined to 'disclose the 
exact locations of these sites because 
they arc privately owned. 


The commission plans to tour several 


federally-subsidized housing facilities for 
the elderly In the Chicago area to deter- 
mine the kind of low-income senior citi- 
zens housing to be built here. 


"We thought it would be a good Idea to 


look at several places so that we can get 
a reasonable frame of rcfcrci cc for low- 
Income housing for the elderly when we 
do obtain a site," said Pittas. 


He added that a list of facilities will be 


drawn up and members of the commis- 


sion will begin the tour after the Christ- 
mas holidays. Facilities in Oak Brook 
and in Oak Park are tentatively sched- 
uled for visitation. 


PLANS FOR low-income housing foi 


the elderly have long been at a standstill 
because of two major problems. Federal 
money had been held back because of a 
moratorium declared by President Nix- 
on early this year and favorable sites 
were difficult to obtain because of a lack 
of land in Arlington Heights. 


The site must be approved by HUD 


and the Cook County Housing Authority, 
requiring that the location be near shop- 
ping, medical and transportation facil- 
ities. 


When completed the housing project 


will provide for 119 units for Individuals 
62 or older with annual incomes of $4,COO 
or less, or elderly couples with Incomes 
under $3,000. One bedroom apartment 
will be rented from $40 to $45 a month, 
according to an official from the Cook 
County Housing Authority.

should be scheduled. The 10 a.m. hearing 
at the Chicago Civic Center is open to the 
public. 


Petitions asHng that the referendum 


be conducted were filed last Wednesday. 
The Prospect Heights Improvement As- 
sociation had collected SCO signatures, 
even though only 200 were required. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. Tei- 


chcrt said Friday that Village Atty. John 
J. Zlmmcrmann will attend the hearing. 
Tcichert said Mount Prospect will object 
to the inclusion of parts of the Rob Roy 
Golf Course and Palwaukee Airport in 
the proposed city limits. 


Couple robbed near 
Arlington Park 


A 21-year old Rolling Meadows man 


and his wife were reportedly beaten and 
robbed by an unknown assailant outside 
the Arlington Park Towers early Sunday 
morning. 


Timothy Router of 4716 Arbor Dr. re- 


ported to police that he and his wife were 
accosted by an unknown third person 
who pushed him to the ground. In the 
ensuing scuffle, his wife Debbie's purse 
disappeared. The purse contained $25 
and various small items. 


The assailant then fled to a waiting car 


and took off, according to police reports. 


Arlington Heights is expected to object 


because of the inclusion of part of Water- 
man Avenue south of Thomas Street. 
Wheeling, whch has objected to previous 
incorporation efforts, is expected to do 
the same, mostly because of Palwaukee 
Airport. 


IN FEBRUARY, 1971, a petition asking 


that an incorporation vote be held in 
Prospect Heights was filed in Cook Coun- 
ty Circuit Court. However, Wheeling and 
Arlington Heights both said publicly tliey- 
would object to the proposed referen- 
dum.' The Wheeling Village Board voted 
to oppose incorporation before its village 
attorney had time to come up with rea- 
sons for the opposition. 


At that point the battle moved to Judge 


Comerford's courtroom. Finally, after 
several continuances, he ruled that the 
consent of the surrounding three towns 
was needed before Prospect Heights 
could incorporate. 


Since that ruling, PHIA has supported 


two oills before the Illinois General As- 
sembly which would permit them to in- 
corporate without consent from the three 
neighboring towns. Both bills passed the 
Illinois General Assembly earlier this 


year and one was signed by Gov. Daniel 
Walker. 


The new incorporation effort is based 


on that law. PHIA officials hope to have 
a referendum by next spring.

urbs and other area locations since the 
proliferation of super skyscrapers in 
downtown Chicago. 


Other television stations that originally 


had planned to move from the John Han- 
cock Center to the Sears Tower recently 
announced that they would not relocate 
their transmitters. 


They said the move would cost too 


much and would be not guarantee an end 
to reception troubles. 


Channels 7 and 11 will mount tempora- 


ry towers on the side of the western base 
atop the Sears Tower. Eventually, plans 
call for two permanent broadcast towers 
on the structure.

Rudolph's nose will not be lighted this 


Christmas. 


The reindeer's glowing red nose, which 


guided Santa's sled through snow and 
sleet to deliver presents, will not shine 
this year, according to Robert L. May of 
Skokic. 


May created the Rudolph character in 


1039 and authored the song 10 years lat- 
er. For the past 23 years a model of the 
reindeer that went down in history has 
shlncd from his lawn. But, because of the 
energy crisis, not this year. 


"I'm putting him out again, but I'm 


not turning on the red lightbulb for his 
nose. I think It would set a bad example. 
I wouldn't want people to think T thought 


I had any special privilege," May said. 


"This will be his 23rd Christmas sea- 


son. I'd guess you'd say he's a weather- 
beaten reindeer. This is the first one 
when his nose won't be lighted," he said. 


MAY'S HOUSE1 WON'T be the only one 


with darkened Christmas decoration this 
year. Local department stores report 
sales of both Indoor and outdoor lights 
are down over previous years and neigh- 
borhood associations have canceled light- 
ing contests. 


Glwn Swiekatun, manager of Turn- 


Style in Arlington Heights said, "The 
sales so far are low. We are feeling the 
effect right now. Both indoor and outdoor 
light sales are down. But not as much 
for the Indoor lights." 


He said he had no figures from other 


stores in the chain, but "... by word of 
mouth, they say they (the lights) are not 
selling as well as in other years." 


A spokesman for K-Mart in Arlington 


Heights termed the sale of display lights 
as "slow. It's not moving like past 
years." 


Korvettc's Department Store, Arling- 


ton Heights, too, is finding the electrical 
displays are not in large demand. 


"The electric ones are not going too 


well. It's not the greatest. But, it is pick- 
Ing up some every day." 


ALL OF'THE STORES said there 


were not many items offered for season- 
al display that were not electrically pow- 
ered. "There's just not that much In that 
line," one said. 


Civic and homeowners associations 


have canceled Christmas lighting con- 
tests to help conserve energy. The Hoff- 
man Estates Jaycees have opted for a 
daylight contest of non-electrical dis- 
plays. 


Scott Rotsch, president of the Arling- 


ton Heights Berkley Square Civic Associ- 
ation, said their contest has been can- 
celed. 


"No way. There is no way we are go- 


ing to have one. We are going to make a • 
plea to their good citizenship to curtail 
their use of electricity," he said. He 
added he will ask'residents with lights 
already up not to turn them on. 


The Rolling Meadows Jaycees also 


called off their citywide competition.

Istanbul lures plastics 
executive back to his chair

Harry Jenkins is 62, at an age when 


most corporation executives are looking 
forward to playing golf or vacationing 
when they retire. But Jenkins Is differ- 
ent. Last summer he began a new career 
that took him to Turkey to help a small 
plastics manufacturer Improve Its oper- 
ations. 


When Jenkins retired nearly two years 


ago, he.volunteered to work for the Inter- 
national Executive Service Corps, a pro- 
gram whore executives voluntarily go to 
developing nations to counsel companies 
on management problems. ' 


Ills first assignment came nearly H4 


years later when be was notified that an 
executive with knowhow In the plastics 
industry was needed In Istanbul. 


"I signed up and I more or less forgot 


about it," said Jenkins, who lives at 622 
S. Bristol, Arlington Heights. "I didn't 
think that anything would come out of It, 
but then, just out of the clear blue sky, 
the New York office called and said 
there was a client in Turkey." 


IN MAY, JENKINS and his wife, Jean- 


nette, boarded the plane to Turkey, 
where they spent the next two months 
working and teaming the new environ- 
ment.

"I was working more than my regular 


hours," he said. "I was there at 7 a.m. 
and worked through until S or 6 p.m." 
Jenkins was vice president of the U.S. 
Steel Chemical Division of the U.S. Steel 
Corp. 


The client,. the Lamlnteks Co., had 


written the service corps for a man with 
American expertise in plastics, since it 
was manufacturing foam for mattresses 
and pillows. It had 100 employes at the 
time, and Its owner hoped to double the 
•number of workers. One of the main and 
more Important goals of this project was 
to create jobs for the people In Istanbul, 
where Industry, is beginning to sprout 
amidst the Increasing population. . 


JENKINS WAS chosen to fill the job as 


consultant for this small firm because of 
his qualifications. He first joined the 
plastics Industry in 1947 when It first be- 
gan making an Impact on American life. 


"Think of the telephone, it's made of 


plastic," said Jenkins. "Nobody can 
imagine anything but a plastic tele- 
phone." 


He continued working in the plastic In- 


dustry as it grew. Plastic, products and 
byproducts increased in Importance. Pip-' 
ing, insulation, television, acrylic house 
paints and laminated windshields are 
only some of the applications.. 


"We have plastic things that should 


never have been made with plastic," he 
joked. "There are many applications 
that people don't realize. Frankly, these 
unrecognized products are the good

"We could only be 
there for two to four months; If • you're 
there too long, the employes are apt to 
think you are going to replace them. You 
have to be resourceful and there's al- 
ways the problem of communication as 
In any business." 


WHEN JENKINS and his wife first ar- 


rived in Istanbul, they wanted to rough 
it. "We took a $1.25 taxi ride from the 
modern city to the sticks, but I was very 
pleased to have refuge when.we came 
back." The couple stayed at their accom- 
modations at the Istanbul Hilton Instead.' 


"You go back 300, 400 years in history 


with just that fl.25 ride," he said. "You 
•can go to where Hannibal kept his ele- 
phants and see fresh water In wooden 
casks on donkeys' backs. 


"There's such a diversity of people. 


Unless you experience the place, you 
cant believe it. "The people are ex- 
tremely friendly and lovely. In Chicago I 
wouldn't dare go to where some of these 
people live." 


Th> International Executive Service 


Corps, funded by more than 20R leading 
corporations in the United States and by 
government grants, manages about 600 
projects a year in 48 countries in Latin 
America, Africa, the Middle East and 
Asia. The service also is funded by client 
contributions, which are negotiated indi- 
vidually. 


Once an executive is matched to a 


client,' the service corps pays for airfare 
and living expenses. When the project is 
over, reports and an analysis are made. 


JENKINS AND the owner of the plant 


still correspond. "I just got a letter from 
him last week," said Jenkins. "He just 
had a new baby." 


Meanwhile, Jenkins is back at home, 


his time spent on his favorite hobbies — 
fishing, and hunting. If another letter 
from New York ever arrives saying 
there Is another project, he's ready to 
go. He's an avid traveler and has spent 
time in Australia, Japan and New Zea- 
land. 


"The experience (in Turkey) gave me 


a chance to help this young fellow and to 
do with him the thing that I did myself 
when I was young. We built the operation 
by scratch In Turkey when industry is 
just beginning to'grow."

Students finding it easier to develop their 
potential through individualized education 


WORKSHOPS FOR TEACHERS are conducted by Larry 
Chase, right, to help them learn new ways of providing 
students with opportunities to develop and express 
their creativity, Intelligence and special talents.

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Tapping a child's natural resources 


like creativity, intelligence and talent of 
all kinds Is the purpose of the School 
Dlst. 21 program for gifted students. 


The philosophy of the district-wide pro- 


gram is that all .children are gifted in 
some way and it Is the job of teachers to 
bring out and develop each one's special 
skill. 


Many school districts carefully screen, 


identify and then isolate gifted children, 
said Larry Chase, director of the pro- 
gram. Often, he added, those designated 
as gifted are only students with especial- 
ly high IQ's. 


INSTEAD OF isolation, the method In 


Dlst. 21 is individualization. By individ- 
ualizing instruction as much as possible, 
Chase said, each student Is-free to devel- 
op his potential — In any area — without 
being singled out In some type of elite 
group. 


"We believe in grouping for instruction 


based on need, but doing it in a flexible 
way with a lot of mobility," Chase said. 
"We want to identify kids to meet indi- 
vidual needs, but do it so much that It 
becomes invisible. The high IQ group, 
then, is just another group." 


Another important part of the program 


Is effective education, that is, making 
knowledge relevant to the student's life. 


"Kids and teachers, too, are insisting 


now that there be some connection be- 
tween what they do In the classroom and 
the outside world," Chase said. "Too of- 
ten, we don't question what we do. A mil- 
lion things are done in schools everyday 
that don't make sense, but we go on 
doing them because they aren't ques- 
tioned and they've always been done that 
way. 


"A THOUGHT I'd like to see every 


teacher tape on his bathroom mirror is: 
where are you going today, what's it 
good for and how do you know?1" 


One aspect of effective education, 


Library ranks third 
in circulation 


The Arlington Heights Memorial Li- 


brary ranked third among 528 public li- 
braries in the state in circulation of li- 
brary materials during the fiscal year of 
1972-73. 


According to statistics in a report by 


the Illinois State Library, the Arlington 
Heights library circulated 859,831 mate- 
rials. The Chicago Public Library and 
the Rockford Public Library ranked first 
and second in circulation. 


"This usage is yet another indication of 


the extent to which Arlington Heights 
people use and appreciate their library," 
said Frank Dempsey, executive librar- 
ian. 


"It's an Inspiration to make the library 


even better and stronger for the many 
thousands of citizens we serve. If all our 
books circulated in 1972-73 were placed hi 
a row they would stretch over twelve 
miles, or from here to Highland Park." 


Chase said, is the development of self- 
concept. 


"We recognize that nobody will learn 


•to his potential if he doesn't feel good 
about himself and know how to get along 
with people," he said. "Often, we find 
very bright kids, who, for some reason, 
don't achieve! The only thing that works 
is to help kids realize through direct ex- 
perience that they're okay." 


Providing avenues for children to ex- 


presss their creativity is also stressed in 
the program. 


"PEOPLE WHO are using their creat- 


ive talents are very rare in our society. 
We need people who can look at things In 
a different way. In fact, the only solution 
to the problems in the world today Is go- 
ing to be to promote creativity — to get 
as many new ideas as possible," Chase 
said. 


He emphasized that children In Dist 21 


are encouraged to be' creative In many 
ways. 


"Our idea of creativity is very broad,1' 


he said. "It's not just the artist, the 
writer or the person who can take beau- 
tiful pictures. A person can be a creative 
planner, creative room arranger or a 
creative cook. All It means is that a kid 


. opens himself up and looks at situations 


and problems in new ways." 
' Many people have the mistaken idea 
that creativity Is something that can't be 
learned, Chase said, but that just isn't 
true. 


"It's teaching kids to think," he said. 


"It's talking about thinking and writing 
about thinking - it's all part of getting 
kids to expand their minds." 


CHASE'S LONG-RANGE goal is to de- 


velop a process of Identifying each 
child's particular apptitude and making 
that information part of his school 
record. • 


Within three years, he hopes to devise 


a system to screen children when they' 
are in kindergarten and add the assess- 
ment to each student's cumulative fold- 
er. The record is passed along each year 
as children go through school. 


The purpose of the evaluation, would 


be to match up student Interests with ac- 
tivities to help them develop their poten- 
tial. Right now, Chase said, teachers usu- 
ally learn of a student's aptitude by acci- 
dent ' 


Although funds were provided last year 


for gifted education in the district, the 
money was used only at Whitman School 
in Wheeling. 


THIS YEAR, activities are going on at 


several local schools. 


At Cooper Junior High.School In Buf- 


falo Grove, a group of gifted orchestra 
students meet with their teacher on 
Thursday evenings to learn more about 
music than is covered in the regular 
classroom. 


An Independent study program is being 


set up at London Junior High School in 
Wheeling to allow students who have al- 
ready mastered classroom concepts to 
work on Individual projects in their Inter- 
est area. 


And, at Poe School In Arlington 


Heights, a group of very good readers in . 
the fifth and sixth grades meet with the • 
learning center director there for liter- .... 
ary discussions. 


Several activities for gifted students , * 


are provided at Hawthorne School in ... 
Wheeling. One of them is instructional 
sessions on how to make decisions. 


CHASE SAID although this is the first.. 


year that the district has had an exten-. * 
slve program for gifted children, school;,. 
officials have always been aware of the . 
importance of these kinds of activities. 


"It's not as though nothing has ever 


been done in the area of gifted educa-, 
tion," he said. "People in this district, I 
think, are sensitive to the needs of indi- 
vidual kids and I've certainly encoun- 
tered no resistance in anything I've tried „ 
to do." 
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
